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These Considerations 


IFFERENT VIEWS. What is astrology? What can it do? 
Andrew Patterson tells us it is virtually impossible to say exactly 
what will befall a person from the natal chart and progressions. 
He bases this on the multiple ways specific natal elements can 
manifest in life. Yet he does believe we can accurately predict that per- 
son’s reaction to these indeterminate events. It is difficult to disagree. 

Alain Négre goes a step further. He says astrology is neither a social 
science nor a natural one--the idea that astrology is the equivalent of psy- 
chology is false. He considers our art/science to be purely symbolic and, 
as such, properly the object of a science rather than a science itself. Alain 
argues against using astrology to predict the future. 

Yet Bill Meridian does just that. He uses astrology to predict which 
stocks will outperform the market. His results over many years say he can 
do this. And so too can Brita Okin. Her specialty, Horary astrology, an- 
swers such questions as “What will happen if I...?”, “Will I...?” or 
“When can I...?” Isn’t that also using astrology to predict the future? The 
difference presumably lies in the area of life to which astrology is applied. 

Can we predict violence in schools, or indeed any form of tragedy in a 
specific area on a particular date? My own analysis of eleven school 
shootings (all that occurred in the period) suggests we can. At least we 
can explain tragedies such as these in retrospect, which is surely an initial 
step to being able to do so before they happen. 

Isaac Starkman also does things backwards, going from effect back to 
the astrological cause. Here he demonstrates how his computer program 
Polaris relates dated events to progressed aspects and then goes from 
there to correctly identify a person’s moment of birth. No intuition here, 
no unconscious projections, and the symbolism is constant and predefined. 

Standing apart from these different sides of our controversy, articles 
by Leigh Westin and Stan Riddle deal more specifically with the symbols 
we encounter within the natal horoscope. Leigh focuses on retrograde 
planets, while Stan begins a four-part series on the ) in the signs. 

There’s also a rather lively Let’s Consider section this issue and, for 
those of us eagerly awaiting the renewal of growing season, Graham Edlin 
provides an excellent article on the astrology of garden plants. 

What is astrology? What can it do? Few of us may want to try an- 
swering what it is, but as this issue shows astrology can do a lot of things. 
Enjoy! 


Can the Horoscope Predict Events? 


ANDREW PATTERSON 


HE EVENTS of our lives 


In this essay, I am going to attach a broad meaning to the 
word ‘event’. It will include the ordinary sense of the word, 
but will bring in others as well. Before we tackle the ques- 
tion in the title, we had better explore these meanings to 
some extent, and I should like to start by making the generalisation that 
there are two approaches that traditional astrologers take when inter- 
preting natal horoscopes. The first of these could be described as ‘what 
is going to happen to you’, and the second as ‘what sort of a person you 
are’. 

There are several kinds of statement that come under the first head- 
ing. One of these is what will happen in the long term, taken over the 
life as a whole, or what we could call Your Fate in the Stars, Will you be 
rich or poor, sickly or healthy, famous or obscure, a success or a failure? 
Will you marry well, will you have happy and successful children, will 
you yourself be happy? A second group concerns major events, also in 
the life as a whole: running away to sea at the age of 14, being a success 
on the stage at age 32, falling off a horse and breaking your neck at 45, 
winning a lottery at age 60, and the one that makes my flesh crawl— 
when you are going to die. Then there is a third group, which is more 
concerned with the short term, the here and now: how will the business 
venture I am now embarking on work out; which of two men/women in 
my life should I choose; if we decide to emigrate will we find relocation 
easy? 

There are also several sides to the question of ‘what sort of a person 
you are’. One might be a description of your physical appearance from 
the chart (very risky and rather pointless); another might be statements 
about your habitual behaviour. There would be your likes and dislikes, 
and your attitudes, including such things as your political stance. Your 
attributes may come into the picture, attributes such as your IQ, or more 
generally your talents and handicaps. There might be comments about 
your character. Then there would be the huge category of personality 
factors: introversion and extroversion, sense of humour, stubbornness, 
superficiality, and many many more. 

What I should like to define as ‘events’ are everything that could pos- 
sibly come under the twin headings of ‘what will happen to you’ and 
‘what sort of a person you are’. 


/ 
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Astrologers operating along these lines are often described as ‘event- 
orientated’, or ‘nuts-and-bolts astrologers’. Whether they realise it or 
not, their stock-in-trade has certain characteristics. One is the assump- 
tion that all of this detail is there to be read in the horoscope, either a na- 
tal chart or one of its derivatives such as charts of progressions or transits 
or harmonics, for instance. A second important point is that none of this 
material—in its purest form—includes statements about any of the na- 
tive’s inner experience; it is all about what happens to the native and 
what sort of a person he/she is seen to be by an outsider. Thirdly, again 
in its purest form, nuts-and-bolts astrology does not really concede that 
the client can change or modify his/her fate; it is written in the stars, no 
less, and is therefore cast in concrete. When a pleasant event is coming 
up, there will be a period of blissful anticipation; when trouble is loom- 
ing, a squaring of the shoulders. You have no control over your fate, and 
the stars do not necessarily have your best interests at heart. 


REDICTIVE accuracy 
Pris: of us would probably agree that astrology of this kind is a hit- 

and-miss affair, with a lot more misses than hits. Now event- 
orientated astrologers are themselves aware of this, and often place the 
blame on their own imperfect knowledge of astrology. If only they knew 
more, or could find the right teacher, or had more experience, if only 
they could recapture the pure tradition of Ptolemy or Lilly, they say, they 
would score hits every time. In the meantime, what they do is hedge 
their bets, and they do this in two ways. One is to make statements that 
are so delightfully vague and general that they could mean anything or 
nothing at all. Another is to lard delineations with words like ‘probably’, 
‘usually’ and ‘often’, as well as phrases like ‘tends to’, ‘it is likely that’ 
and ‘unless otherwise indicated’. 

Nevertheless, it is also true that from time to time hits occur, but for 
reasons that are going to emerge, these are likely to be lucky guesses. 
They may have come by psychic means, which although legitimate, are 
not astrology. Very often, a hit is something that is either highly proba- 
bly anyway, or is what has been called a universally valid statement, ap- 
plicable to everyone. 

There is another way in which traditional astrologers excuse failure, 
and that is that they have not yet found the perfect technique of interpre- 
tation, that Open Sesame of astrology that will finally unlock all the se- 
crets of the chart. The second half of the 20th Century is notable for the 
masses of new interpretive techniques that have been dreamt up, and so- 
called research has been aided immeasurably by the invention of the per- 
sonal computer. At the touch of a button we can call up dozens of house 
systems, and track the motions of any number of planets, even if they are 
purely imaginary. We can pin all our hopes on Chiron, or as many aster- 
oids as we like. We can have dark Moons, fast Moons, slow Moons and 
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Lunar Nodes. We can have eclipses of the © and eclipses of the ). We 
can have midpoints and midpoint trees. We can leave Ptolemy’s aspects 
streets behind and replace them with an endless series of harmonics. And 
if all else fails, we can abandon the geocentric point of view, and go he- 
liocentric, or drop the precession of the equinoxes and embrace sidereal- 
ism. 

There is no doubt that a 
large proportion of astrolo- 
gers, whether they will ad- 
mit it or not, yearn for the 
day in which they can say to 
a client: ‘Next Wednesday 
afternoon at 4:17 p.m., you 
will be walking eastwards 
along Main Street, and will 
be mugged by a man with an 
Albanian accent, a geranium 
in his buttonhole, and a 
patch over his left eye’. I 
fervently hope that that day 
will never come, because I 
cannot see the point of a life 
in which the future in all its 
detail is written down, immutably and unchangeably, in some golden 
astrological book. It is an article of my faith that our task in life is to 
grow, and to do this we must have choice. Therefore, any astrology that 
does not allow for the possibility of molding and changing what the stars 
foretell must be vain. If this is true, it has to be impossible in principle to 
predict detailed events. Does the nature of astrology lend any support to 
this idea? Let’s tackle this question from two points of view: (a) sym- 
bolic astrology, and (b) person-centered astrology. 


In 1984, Dennis Elwell, a leading figure in British astrology, gave a 

lecture at an astrology conference in which he made a point that 
neatly sums up both the strength and the weakness of symbolism in as- 
trology. His comments were about the birth chart of President Lyndon B 
Johnson. The President’s chart contained a conjunction of the © and o 
in I, and Dennis went on to describe three matters in his life that could 
be related to that configuration. One was that he had been decorated 
several times (©) during his life for bravery (o”) in the armed forces. A 
second was that he was very hard on his aides (o’, I). Thirdly, he had 
suffered (6th House connection with the Sixth Sign) several heart (©) 
attacks (o"). All of these eventualities are entirely consistent with the 
conjunction, and the main point I believe Dennis was trying to make is 


Pirivss-dem from symbolism 
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that it supports the view that astrology is in some sense a thing that is 
valid and true. If it were arbitrary and random, this sort of repetitive 
manifestation of a central symbolism could not occur. This is the 
strength of astrology. Its weakness is that it would not be possible to 
predict in advance which of very many possible manifestations of the 
symbolism would actually occur in the life. Given the birth chart of 
President Johnson as a teenager, say, one could not confidently predict 
any of the three manifestations that Dennis mentioned. 

Another example drawn from life lies in Dennis’ book The Cosmic 
Loom, which is worth reading for its extensive treatment of symbolism. 
In it he refers to J R R Tolkien, author of The Lord of the Rings, and 
mentions that he was born under an exact square of ¥ and“. In Tol- 
kien’s ‘private iconography’, the following images occur: 


Books (%) dealing with the past or historical themes (). The struc- 
ture (4) of language (8). Old (*») languages (#). Classical (*) litera- 
ture or plays (¥). Lectures (#) prepared with painstaking slowness 
(4). Schools (9) steeped in tradition (4). A teacher or lecturer (%) 
who climbs laboriously to distinction against many difficulties (»). 
The clear definition (*) of words (%). Rings (® is encirclement, ? the 
hands and fingers). The transportation (%) of coal (4). A picture 
postcard (9) of an old man (*) seated on a rock (). Formal (4) 
scholastic work (9) like examinations. Little creatures (¢ rules the 
diminutive or miniature) living in the earth (5). A brother (@ rules 
brothers) who follows some earthy occupation like farming (»). A 
publisher (®) of strict habits (* is stern and disciplined, the planet of 
negations). Being deprived (*) of the use of a hand (#). Old- 
fashioned (+) pens or penmanship (%). Antique (*») alphabets (¥). 
Restricted (*) mobility (@) due to advancing years (4). 


Symbolism is based on the associations that are made with the build- 
ing blocks of the horoscope—planets, houses, signs, aspects and the rest. 
Some of these are well known: for instance, everyone connects o” with 
warfare and violence (rightly or wrongly) and sees @ as standing for love 
and romance. In the body of general knowledge, that is perhaps as far as 
it goes, but in the body of knowledge that is astrology, there are many 
more associations of this kind. The process of accumulating associations 
certainly goes back to the astrologer-priests of Mesopotamia, and proba- 
bly well beyond that. At present, there are literally thousands of associa- 
tions with each of the planets, and entire books are devoted to merely 
listing them. 

To illustrate what we are dealing with, let’s take the example of just 
one planet, say 4. In his excellent little book The Planets and Human 
Behaviour, Jeff Mayo gives the following traditional associations with %, 


Coldness, frigidness, refrigeration, limitation, frustration, restriction, 
obstruction, delays, retardation, coagulation, congealment, crystalli- 
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zation, confinement, coherence, fixation, enchainment, imprisonment, 
concretion, consolidation, cement, weightiness, earthiness, atrophy, 
decay, death, deterioration, deficiency, losses, famine, burial grounds, 
graves and tombs, caves, chronic ailments, long illness, suffering, 
filtering processes, mill-stones, economy, habits, old age, time, 
weights and measures, mathematics, framework, structure, form, rou- 
tine, monotony, drudgery, hard work, sorrow, adversity, fatalities, 
fatalism, depression, melancholy, misfortunes, failure, poverty, bank- 
tuptcy, demotion, retributive justice, impediments, defects, budget- 
ing, burdens, debts, responsibility, falls, bruises, broken bones, fear, 
foreboding, darkness, dark things and places, secrecy, property, min- 
ing, coal, agriculture and land, the past, lead. 


Notice that this list contains references to several different types of 
thing: there are inanimate objects (such as lead and burial grounds), and 
physical processes (such as crystallization and decay). There are things 
that befall human beings (such as long illnesses and sorrow), and there 
are abstract concepts (such as structure and monotony). In fact, Mayo 
sums * up as se/f-control as applied to human beings, and formative pro- 
cesses as applied to the physical world. 

Enlarging on the first of these, he speaks of the need to formulate 
material values, the need to think clearly and logically, giving practical 
and purposeful form to ideas, the need to be resourceful and economical 
and to concentrate energy and thought, a need to be conscious of bounda- 
ries and structural limits, the need to be serious and reflective and to de- 
velop a sense of duty and responsibility, experiencing personal isolation 
and a sense of personal inadequacy, a need for self-denial, a need for sta- 
bility and perseverance, to develop an attitude towards religion (in the 
sense of codes of conduct), and a need to construct a system of personal 
defenses. All of these, he goes on, will contribute to the development of 
the self, and of the ego, activate self-consciousness, self-control, self- 
reliance and discipline, practicality, resourcefulness, caution and re- 
straint, conservation, and self-protection. 

In the human being, he continues, certain constructive characteristics 
are associated with *: 


Self-reliance, self-discipline, seriousness, profundity, patience, pru- 
dence, cautiousness, reliableness, organizing and executive ability, 
preciseness, resoluteness, contemplation, reserve, punctuality, perse- 
verance, industriousness, thoroughness, persistence, soberness, faith- 
fulness, dutifulness, conservatism, introspection, conscientiousness, 
thriftiness, endurability, self-restraint, and the need to be methodical, 
calculating and analytical. 


On the other hand, *% is also associated with negative characteristics: 


Unreliability, bigotedness, scepticism, secretiveness, suspiciousness, 
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pessimism, melancholia, depressiveness, fatalism, censoriousness, 
frigidity, mistrustfulness, stubbornness, apprehensiveness, shyness, 
nervousness, narrow-mindedness, self-repression, heartlessness, in- 
competence, touchiness, coldness of feelings, maliciousness, and over 
materialism. 


But this is not all. In the appendices to his book, Jeff lists no fewer 
than 111 species of plant and tree associated with 4, 25 vocations, 9 col- 
ors, 8 varieties of stones, 3 kinds of metal and mineral, 24 types of ani- 
mal, and a miscellany including metallic qualities (“dull and heavy sub- 
stances, and drosses’), forms (‘hard, clear-cut outlines, short lines, 
cramped forms’) and even flavors (‘cold, astringent, and sour’). And in 
the case of the flora and fauna, he confines himself to the species of the 
Old World, so those lists could be much longer on a global scale. And 
this is just one of the planets. In his book, Jeff goes on to present similar 
lists for all of the others as well. And despite the length of his entries, 
they are still not exhaustive. 

The point of all this is that knowing what we did about some events, 
activities and illnesses in the life of President Johnson, we were able to 
relate them all easily to the symbolism of his two planets in Tl. We 
would have been able to do exactly the same for J. R. R. Tolkien, with 
his $0 %. It is invariably possible to trace detailed manifestations back 
to the underlying symbolism in this way. Which shows, of course, that 
there must be something in astrology. But it seems impossible to reverse 
the process, that is, to predict in what ways a general symbolism will ex- 
press itself in the life. And the reason for that is the huge number of spe- 
cific associations the general symbolism of a planet (or house or sign or 
aspect) may have. 


Something very similar applies as well to what is variously called 
person-centered astrology or humanistic astrology. Here the point 
of approach is the very opposite of what we have been taking so far. It is 
not an external description or a catalogue of the events of the life, but an 
exploration of how a person experiences life from the inside. It therefore 
covers such things as feelings and emotions, attitudes and mind-sets, 
moods and motivations, beliefs and expectations. What all of these have 
in common is that they are invisible to an outside observer, nevertheless, 
it is possible to delineate a person’s inner experience from the birth chart 
and its derivatives with great accuracy. 
To take the argument a step further, it will help to have an example. 
Here is a quotation from the excellent book by Bernard Rosenblum, The 
Astrologer’s Guide to Counseling. 


Prewmsinev from person-centered astrology 


A client with Venus square Saturn, for example, could react in di- 
verse ways to this aspect of inhibition and self-doubt about the ability 
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to relate to others and express love needs. The person might remain 
shy and isolated in love relationships, over-compensate for the self- 
doubt with excessive sexual openness, hold on desperately to a mini- 
mally satisfying relationship, or become hypercritical of others as a 
projection of self criticism.’ 


This is a fine example of person-centred astrology, and I will be able 
to make a number of very important points on the strength of it. First of 
all, notice that he describes the aspect in terms of how the client would 
experience it: inhibition and self-doubt. Notice too that he associates * 
with self-doubt, and adds that 9 is the ‘ability to relate to others and ex- 
press love needs’. 

Now look at the contents of the second sentence. What he is de- 
scribing here are four ways in which the aspect could work itself out in 
the life of the native. Three of them are items of behavior (compensat- 
ing, holding on desperately, and becoming hypercritical), and we could 
refer to them as Expressions of the aspect. One of them could be called a 
Scenario, and this is remaining “shy and isolated in a love relationship: 

Overall, his statement contains the following pattern: (a) an astro- 
logical Configuration; (b) how the person experiences it; (c) some items 
of behavior that the person may adopt as a result; and (d) a Scenario. In 
this particular case the pattern refers to an aspect in the natal chart, but it 
could equally well be associated with other Configurations: a planet in a 
house, a planet in a sign, an aspect, a progressed planet, or a transit. 

An important point is that there is generally not one but quite a num- 
ber of ways in which people may express the same Configuration in a 
birth chart. In his statement, Bernard Rosenblum happens to have given 
three examples of Expressions. These crop up time and again in connec- 
tion with the 2 0 %, and are possibly the most common ways in which a 
person would express this aspect. But they are by no means the only ob- 
served Expressions of 2? 0 4. We are therefore in much the same posi- 
tion as we were with astrological symbolism. 

When we speak about how a person experiences a Configuration in 
his or her birth chart, we are on firm ground, but it gets shaky when we 
try to predict precisely how they will express it. As with symbolism, the 
only sure way of pinning down the precise modes of expression is by 
questioning the client. And again as with symbolism, the only thing you 
can be quite sure of is that the Expressions will be consistent with the 
general meaning of the Configuration. Table | applies to the aspect we 
have been discussing: 2 O 4. It sets out the relationship between the 
general meaning of the Configuration on the left with the multiple Ex- 
pressions of it on the right. So, referring to the table, we can say that 
although we could take any Expression on the right-hand side of the table 
and see that it follows logically from the core meaning of the Configura- 
tion on the left, we could not predict with confidence which of the sev- 
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eral Expressions on the right would be the ones actually shown by any 
particular person. 

The important thing to notice about Table 1 is that there is a one-to- 
many relationship between the left and right-hand sides. For just one 
chart Configuration there will be many Expressions, and this is true of 
any Configuration. This means that chart interpretation catches us in an 
interesting trap. If we attribute to a Configuration its general meaning, 
we will always be right. But the more specific we try to be, guessing at 
which of many possible Expressions the person will exhibit, the more 
likely we are to be wrong. This is rather frustrating, as it is the specific 
statements that are the more satisfying. They are also more useful to the 
client, who can understand better what an astrologer is saying when 
he/she pins down an item of behavior in clear concrete terms. They are 
more useful to the student of astrology, who can understand them more 
clearly. And they are also more useful to the astrology researcher, who 
may be attempting to associate Configurations in charts to the ways peo- 
ple are observed to express them. The more specific a statement is, the 
easier it is to tell whether it is true or not.

But if the one-to-many relationship between core meanings and Ex- 
pressions has a downside, it has an upside as well. Notice the implica- 
tions for growth. Since people can and do express Configurations in a 
multiplicity of ways, it means that if they are habitually using Expres- 
sions that are somehow counter-productive or undesirable, it should be 
possible to direct them towards another set that is more positive. The 
idea is that the astrologer should bring the client’s Expression of planets 
in signs into conscious awareness, so that—in principle at least—he or 
she can be presented with a new and better set of choices. 

The one-to-many correspondence between core meanings and Ex- 
pressions has yet another interesting consequence. Expressions are not 
firmly attached to one and only one Configuration. To explain this idea, 
let’s take an example. Suppose that we are drawing up a table similar to 
the one above in the case of a transit of K through the Seventh House. 
One possible Expression of this period of rebelliousness is that the native 
‘abandons the partner’. He or she leaves the marriage partner or drops 
out of a close personal relationship. It happens that this particular Ex- 
pression is not unique to a X transit of the Seventh House; it can also 
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happen under a } transit! So the Expression ‘abandons the partner’ can 
be associated with more than one Configuration. 

We therefore have the interesting situation that any one Configuration 
can give rise to a multiplicity of Expressions, and also that more than one 
Configuration can be associated with a given Expression. In short, there 
is no unique one-to-one correspondence between Configurations and Ex- 
pressions. Different people may adopt the same Expression for different 
chart Configurations, and may adopt completely different Expressions— 
sometimes diametrically opposed—for the same Configuration. 

For this reason, I believe that one of the favourite activities of as- 
trologers is a waste of time. Time and again articles appear in the astro- 
logical literature describing a research study by the author, who was 
looking for the so-called ‘signature’ of a particular type of person. Gays, 
and serial killers, are perennial favorites. What the signature is supposed 
to consist of is some Configuration of planets in such and such houses 
and such and such signs that is repeatedly found in the charts of people 
of the kind being studied. Then, when that Configuration is seen in a 
birth chart, you may pounce upon it and say ‘Aha! This is the mark of a 
serial killer!’ What is wrong with this? Simply that you cannot reliably 
predict how a person is going to express any Configurations or group of 
Configurations in the horoscope. And as we might expect, when results 
of studies of this kind are published, they are often absurd. They consist 
of lists and lists of possibilities, often so long that you get the impression 
that absolutely anything could be the sign of a serial killer! 


HE CONNECTION between events & our charts 

We can if you like think of an Expression flowing from the core 

meaning of a Configuration as being a kind of event. But there are 
others, as has been neatly summed up by Liz Greene and Howard 
Sasportas in their Dynamics of the Unconscious: 


... what we sce as a planetary influence can express itself at the bodily 
level, as an external event, as an inner emotional or spiritual state, as 
an ideology, as another person with whom we engage in a relation- 
ship, or as a combination of these diverse levels’. They refer to the 
‘bodily level’ because it has been observed that items in our natal 
charts, or transits, can break out as an illness. What appears to hap- 
pen is that we suppress a ‘bad’ emotion, which then turns around and 
erupts in another form. 


When we relate events such as these to the contents of our horo- 
scopes, we find that they are of different kinds. One of these is a set of 
events—things that apparently just happen to us—that are actually 
‘caused’ by the contents of our psyches. In our minds we carry a mixed 
cargo of attitudes, beliefs, perceptions, expectations, motivations and 
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needs, and much of what befalls us can be traced back to these entities, 
directly or otherwise. We have to rid ourselves of the idea that every- 
thing that happens to us is sent by malign fate, or as a reward or punish- 
ment from God, or is caused by other people. As has been pointed out 
by the great astrologers, personality is fate. 

The question is what sort of causal mechanism connects our minds 
with the events of our lives. You will look in vain for an answer to this 
question here, but it may help to explore some of the ways in which the 
effect appears to work. Let’s start with something that lies well within 
the bounds of the rational, what we might call a highly probable event. 
Suppose that a certain person has X in the Tenth House. One of the con- 
sequences of this Configuration is that the native is unable to hold down 
a job, and is repeatedly dismissed, sometimes quite suddenly. Can we 
find some explanation for this from within person-centered astrology? 
Certainly. A person with this Configuration would experience rebel- 
liousness in the context of the corporate environment. Put another way, 
he/she would find it difficult to be subordinate, to take orders from a su- 
perior and work under the direction of someone else. Because of this, 
he/she might become disruptive or uncooperative, and as a result, be 
dismissed. There is nothing very mysterious about this. It is an event 
that is highly probable. 

Another example that makes immediate sense might be a transit of o” 
over the Ascendant. We would expect the person experiencing this tran- 
sit to go through a day or so of feeling energetic, impatient, aggressive, 
and so on. The event-orientated astrologers might predict an accident, or 
some sort of violence, and it is easy to see that this is very likely given 
these Martian effects. They might also predict an illness of a feverish 
kind. 

Moving to an example that is unfortunately rather common, there is 
our ability repeatedly to attract into our lives people who either fulfil our 
needs on the one hand, or are very bad for us on the other. Surely every- 
one must have had the experience of the female relative who marries a 
thoroughly bad lot, a drunk, a womanizer, an abuser of herself and the 
kids. The family eventually rallies round, takes her and the children in, 
raises the cost of a divorce, and resettles her in another home and another 
job. No sooner have they done this than, to everyone’s utter dismay, she 
has taken up with another man of the identical type. Why? Possibly be- 
cause it is only men with an over supply of machismo that she finds at- 
tractive, and the beatings and womanizing just come with the package. 

A more pleasant example is that we are constantly drawn to people 
who symbolize qualities that we would like to ‘sub-contract’ to someone 
else, or that we need in order to complement our own personalities. Im- 
portant indicators are the sign on the Descendant in our birth charts, and 
planets that we have in the Seventh House. In particular, there is the 
madness of falling in love. It is widely accepted that this is an example 
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of projection, which consists of our experiencing part of the contents of 
our psyches as if they were coming from outside of us. So when we fall 
in love, the other person appears to personify parts of our own makeup. 
In other words, we fall in love with ourselves! Speaking of projection, 
have you noticed how aggressive other drivers are on a morning when 
you yourself are in a bad temper? 

It gets stranger. Have you ever noticed that you can walk into a room 
full of people, perhaps a cocktail party, and within minutes have found 
someone who is a kindred spirit, someone who shares all of your views 
and all of your interests? And that this is possibly the only person in the 
room who does? Robin Norwood, in her Why Me, Why This, Why Now? 
suggests that we are somehow able to sense each others’ bodily fields. 
Whatever the mechanism is, by some subtle alchemy, we find each other. 

Returning to the subject of motor vehicles, here is another effect that 
defies explanation. 
One woman of my 
acquaintanceship 
suffered several in- 
cidents in which 
another driver dam- 
aged her car. On the 
first two or three 
occasions, it was a 
case of hit-and-run, 
and I concluded that she had repeatedly left the car in places where it was 
likely to be collided with anyway. Not so. On the fourth occasion her 
car had been struck when parked well into the driveway of her home. 
The person who damaged it had had to leave the street and steer a careful 
course down her driveway in order to hit it at all! Her astrologically- 
minded friends studied her birth chart, and were able to convince them- 
selves that it contained the symbolism of damage to her car. They sug- 
gested that it had happened because she was somehow expecting it to 
happen. 

And it does seem true that in ways we cannot guess at, ‘life obliges 
our expectations’. Nowadays many people are aware that we can bring 
about a desired state of affairs merely by visualizing what we want and 
holding the image constantly in mind. The most common application 
seems to be finding a parking space where we want one! People who 
practice this sort of mind power are agreed about one thing: it works. 
How it works is another story, but if we carry with us all our lives an ex- 
pectation of something that destiny will hand us, it is not surprising that 
it comes about. The same mechanism seems to be at work in the events 
described by Claude Steiner in his book Scripts People Live. He gives 
chilling instances of people dying precisely when they had long expected 
to do so. 


Patterson: Can the Horoscope predict events? 


Not quite the same thing is the fact that many Configurations in the 
natal chart can be self-fulfilling. Take the case of a hard aspect between 
@ and XX. It has been suggested that lying at the foundation of this Con- 
figuration is a fear of abandonment by a loved one. The way it is often 
expressed is by entering into relationships without strong emotional 
commitment, keeping the partner at arm’s length, and being rather distant 
and acting more like a brother or sister than a lover. But to someone who 
wanted a romantic entanglement, this would be less than satisfying, and 
the likely outcome is just what 2-X fears: abandonment. As another ex- 
ample, take 2 O 4, which we have just been discussing. Bernard Rosen- 
blum described this as an aspect of ‘inhibition and self-doubt about the 
ability to relate to others and express love needs’. Lying below this per- 
ception may be another, namely, that you are basically unlovable. Fear- 
ing rejection, you relate to people who might be romantic partners with 
caution and coldness, and this brings about the precise state of affairs 
you feared. 

Person-centered astrology stresses that what is important is not objec- 
tive reality, if there is such a thing, but our subjective experience of life, 
of ourselves, and of other people. It may be that the heavens themselves 
cannot distinguish between subjective and objective reality. I am ac- 
quainted with a woman with the ¥ 0° % in her natal chart. One of the 
ways in which this can be experienced is that you speak, but get the 
fecling that no one is listening to you, or at any rate, no one is hearing 
you. Now in this particular case, her mother was actually deaf, and her 
childhood was made difficult by this fact that her mother was quite liter- 
ally not hearing her. The perception for her was objectively true. For the 
purposes of her experience of life, it apparently did not matter whether 
her mother was actually deaf, or whether she was just not listening to 
her. As Robert Hand said in one of his lectures: ‘I’m not saying that 
there isn’t anything really objectively out there, but to a greater extent 
than most people realize, there might as well not be’. 

So there is a category of events in our lives that can conceivably be 
connected with the contents of our astrological charts, birth or otherwise. 
In some cases we can see a possible mechanism at work; in others we 
cannot. This implies at once two other categories. One would be those 
events that are symbolically consistent with Configurations in our charts, 
but for which we see no possible causal connection. The other would be 
events in the world, beloved of the news networks, that do not affect us 
directly, and cannot possibly be attributed to anything in our charts. Ex- 
amples would be a drought in North Korea, a war in Yugoslavia, and an 
earthquake in Peru. By no stretch of the imagination could we as indi- 
viduals be responsible for these occurrences. The interesting question is 
where the boundary lies. Just what do we ‘cause’ ourselves, and pre- 
cisely what is beyond the influence of our minds? 
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Then there is a fourth category. Many astrologers operate on the as- 
sumption that absolutely everything in life is somehow foreshadowed in 
the horoscope. Not an event occurs, of whatsoever kind, that cannot be 
traced to some symbolism operating in the natal chart or in current tran- 
sits. I believe this is mistaken. I believe there is a fourth group, consist- 
ing of random events that affect us, are not caused by us, and have no 
echo in our charts. 


In this essay, I argue that for various reasons, it appears impossible 

in principle to predict the precise nature of any event that may oc- 
cur in the life of a person, and extend the meaning of the word ‘event’ to 
include not just what may befall a person, but also the attributes he/she 
may possess. This conclusion can be reached whether the starting point 
is the general symbolism of what is in the horoscope, or the particular 
standpoint of person-centered astrology. In the first case, there are very 
many manifestations of the central symbolism, and there seems no way 
of telling which of them will show up in a given instance. In the second, 
the native may express the core meaning of a configuration in many dif- 
ferent ways. Some are more probable than others, but there is still no 
way of forecasting which of them will appear. Person-centered astrology 
is much concerned with the contents of the psyche, and some ways are 
explored in which the mind can apparently bring about an event. Still it 
emerges that the precise nature of an event cannot be foretold. What can 
be done reliably and accurately is to state how a native will experience a 
configuration in a chart, but beyond this, it is necessary to interrogate the 
native himself or herself to pin down the precise way in which he or she 
is expressing it, or the events that it brings in its train. This is almost 
certainly a good thing, as it offers room for us to make a conscious 
choice of how to express ourselves within the constraints of the horo- 
scope, and therefore the opportunity to grow.

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A Transdisciplinary Approach 
to Science and Astrology

Summary: Jn the present state of contemporary knowledge, one 
recognizes a certain "astrological phenomenon." Apparently, 
an order exists which underlies the world and may be experi- 
enced through the perusal of our birth chart, the latter re- 
flecting the fathomless structures of our inner being. Nonethe- 
less, with the emergence of scientific thought three centuries 
ago, astrology encountered new difficulties as it tried to coex- 
ist with novel approaches to apprehending the "real." In fact, 
the very validity of astrology is repudiated by those who con- 
ceive of a sole level to reality (which they believe science to re- 
veal) even though physics has recently proved the existence of 
at least two levels to reality. As a reaction, astrology closes it- 
self off to scientific discourse, or, conversely, dresses itself up 
as a science. In an attempt to sort through the conflicts be- 
tween science and astrology, this article explores the uncon- 
scious foundations that gave birth to astrology. It draws from 
what C. G. Jung called the symbolic function and originates in 
the "place" of the soul where mind and matter may potentially 
reunite. 


//HE IMPASSE over scientific astrology 
Surveys conducted over the past several years prove that the 
belief in astrology is increasing’ despite repeated attempts on 
the part of skeptical movements to show the inconsistency of 
astrological thought as opposed to scientific experience. From the per- 
spective of physics or biology, such inconsistencies are easily detected. 
The principal anti-astrological arguments have not fundamentally changed 
since Ptolemy and are regularly trotted out today. However, without re- 
hashing these eternal arguments like that of the equinox precession, it is 
child's play to reveal the absurdity of the astrological word next to the 
laws that science has illuminated. Thus, one may easily conclude that if 
people continue to believe in the effect of the planets or zodiac signs on

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their character, qualities, flaws, behavior, and even future, it must be that 
the concerns of astrology are situated outside the field of science. 

Before trying to clarify the ways in which astrology may be considered 
today, it is essential to emphasize its origin. Astrology emerged from a 
most ancient and harmonious model that dominated occidental culture for 
centuries up to the inception of modern times. This global vision gov- 
ered all universal phenomena by several simple and rational principles. 
In particular, the planets, or "wandering stars", the ), and the © were 
animated, even divine beings, whose movements inscribed concentric, in- 
terlocking spheres that formed a protective shell around the earth. Eve- 
rything between the Earth and the stars' fixed limit constituted a living 
being based on a system of correspondence, sympathy and harmony. The 
visible phenomena of nature were entangled with invisible forces. Reality 
included both the natural and the supernatural. The inner order of an in- 
dividual mirrored that of the sky while being subjected to the restrictions 
of the sub-lunar realm of generation and corruption. The moral and 
physical constitution of a given individual, as well as the pathological pre- 
disposition of his temperament, depended on the state of the sky and the 
mutual relations between the planets at the moment of his birth. 

At the beginning of the 17" century, 
this system of thought was contradicted by 
new phenomena that could not be inte- 
grated into the previous vision of the 
world. A novel mode of thinking emerged, 
defined with a mechanistic conception of 
knowledge and symbolized by the clock 
and automaton. Nature became an im- 
mense machine—a notion that would influ- 
ence all areas of thought. The brilliant 
success of mechanistic science relegated 
astrology to oblivion until the end of the 19" century. Today, regardless 
of renewed popularity and attacks by skeptics, astrology barely interests 
scientists beyond historical curiosity about another of science's errors. 

However, with the emergence of a new physics that has called into 
question the mechanistic conception of a universal machine, the limits of 
rationality have suddenly burst. Today, we are witnessing an intellectual 
revolution in which the old dualities of body vs. mind and soul vs. matter 
no longer have the same meaning. In particular, quantum physics has 
found evidence of a mysterious indivisibility of matter—better known as 
non-locality. The enigmatic nature of non-locality stems from its opposi- 
tion to classical physics by which the world may be understood through its 
division into minuscule parts such as molecules, atoms, and nuclei. This 
latter approach reaps results when one ignores the intimate texture of 
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things, turning a blind eye to a particle's level of reality as translated in the 
infinitely small figure of Planck's constant. At this minuscule level one 
must use a new form of physics, namely quantum physics. Quantum 
physics reveals the non-separable nature of matter and thereby presents its 
ultimate indivisibility. As a conclusive experiment has shown, the sepa- 
ration in space of two previously united particles fails to truly divide the 
particles, for they remain in instantaneous correlation with each other. In 
fact, the measurement of one particle significantly affects the other, as if 
unity perseveres even at great distances. Since this correlation is instanta- 
neous, it cannot be explained by an interaction propagated at the speed of 
light that, at 300,000 km/s, still takes a certain amount of time. 

The above-mentioned experiment leads to the conclusion that cach 
point in the universe is connected to all other points af the quantum level. 
Such a phenomenon seems reminiscent of the universal interdependence 
described by the ancients and by which all parts of the universe are in 
sympathy—a concept mirrored in astrology's insistence on universal inter- 
dependence. Some, ignoring the conditions of validity of this non-locality, 
have unfortunately used the experiment to affirm that the new data 
brought forward by modem science grants astrology a scientific dimen- 
sion. Leaping at this opportunity, others have even tried to show that as- 
trology is a science and elaborate on theories inspired by physics or biol- 
ogy. As with the proponents of any new scientific theory, one might ask 
them: "Do you have proof of what you advance?" "Have you observed 
phenomena or conducted experiments to verify your theory?" If such is 
the case, these studies should be published in specialized reviews and 
subjected to the analysis and criticism of scientists. Micro and macro 
cultural and natural rhythms have undergone this process and are now 
recognized as examples of veritable scientific research.” The submission 
of its theories to experimentation and observation has also allowed the 
recent discipline of chronobiology to become a science that accounts for 
the cyclical determinism of geocosmic phenomena. In the same spirit, re- 
cent conferences were presented with works that demonstrate the influence 
of the lunar and solar cycles on humans.’ The belated interest in this type 
of phenomenon on the part of the scientific community is partially due to a 
perceived relationship with astrology that casts studies in a negative light. 
Here, the great scientist Galileo may serve as an example to skeptics. In

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the 17" century, Galileo refused to consider any possible effect of the ) on 
the earth's tides, relegating such speculation to the realm of astrology as 
opposed to that of science. Today, of course, no one would deny the ef- 
fect of the ) on tides and numerous other earthly phenomena. 

To the extent that they respect the scientific method, works that aim to 
elucidate correlation or causal links between the cosmos and human be- 
ings are valuable, even if they are inspired by astrological motivations. 
But by no means should they be confused with astrology. What then may 
they prove? Quite simply that the laws of physics, chemistry and biology 
function when applied to geocosmic phenomena. This approach stands in 
great contrast to the attitude of astrology's defenders who champion their 
theories with an absolute lack of proof. Such apologists only serve to 
further confuse a world so adrift in fragmented 
knowledge that it has become extremely difficult => 
to reflect on the conditions of validity and the sig- 
nificance of one's own discipline. é 

Those who are inclined to believe in astrology | 
are, to some extent, comforted by the proofless 
theories peddled by many of its adherents. In fact, 
their tactics are far from limited to the astrological milieu. Faced with a 
public that is fond of fascinating theories which push the limits of space, 
matter, and time farther and farther, certain researchers go spinning out of 
control. Their theories introduce notions like the soul and the psyche 
which science did away with in the course of its development. Of course, 
such reintroductions into the modern scientific method explain everything 
relating to mind and matter. While these scientists are ignored or up- 
braided by their colleagues, their aura is celebrated among astrology's 
amateur public. Science has been burdened with a negative connotation 
since the Second World War. Thus, being an object of reproach in the 
scientific world may reward one with a certain amount of sympathy. 
Take, for example, the physicist Jean Charon who is esteemed for his 
writings’ and whose work on relativity was revered by his peers. Later, 
Charon came to endow the electron with a soul. In the same vein and with 
a greater conncction to astrology, the biologist Etienne Guillé began by the 
observation and scientific analysis of metal traces susceptible to fixation 
on DNA. These same metals were traditionally linked to the seven plan- 
ets. Subsequently, Guillé defined "vibratory energies" with frequencies 
that are measured by a pendulum.’ Regrettably, no scientific publication 
mentions Guillé's theories nor any associated experiments or observations

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by which they might have been proven. Moreover, it is questionable that 
experimental protocols could ever be conceived of allowing for the objec- 
tive observation of an electron's spiritual properties or the vibratory ener- 
gies of DNA. Objection might also be raised over falsifiability or the 
economy principle by which arbitrary and useless entities must not be in- 
troduced in a theoretical model. In any case, it is clear that such theories 
may be those of philosophy or metaphysics, but certainly not of science. 

Other attempts to prove astrology have adopted a different tactic. 
Abandoning the research of celestial influence and causality, some use 
statistics to show a correlation between the state of the sky on an individ- 
ual's chart and his comportment. The skeptical movements, sometimes in 
collaboration with astrological associations, are especially fond of this 
approach. In every case, the results have invalidated any astral influence 
on human personality or destiny. Numerous examples of this type of ex- 
perimentation may be found in The Skeptical Inquirer.° Astrological jour- 
nals and conferences include a plethora of works which attempt to link a 
case of alcoholism with the configurations of the planet ¥ or an example 
of genius and aspects of the planet XK. As these studies are rarely based on 
more than fifteen cases, they have no statistical value. Furthermore, they 
are never placed in the hands of experts for a first and second assessment. 
While lacking in depth, such works manage to cloud the issues and furnish 
ely with a falsely scientific dimension. 

At this point, we might turn to two recently scrutinized 
studies that seem to move towards the verification of as- 
trology. Madame Suzel Fuzeau-Braesh, research director 
at France's National Center for Scientific Research, has 
demonstrated that 238 pairs of twins with nearly identical 
charts, but for their ascendants, display behavioral differ- 
ences which correspond to the meanings of their ascen- 
dants. Out of 238 responses, these studies reveal 153 that 
are favorable to astrology.’ Henri Broch, physics professor at the Univer- 
sity of Nice, has exposed myriad deficiencies in Fuzeau-Braesh's work, 
such as a dearth of numerous parameters, a refusal on the part of the re- 
searcher to communicate precise information on the Besaeehies and sta- 
tistical methods used, hypothetical births, and so on.* Suzel Ruzean- 
Braesh partially addresses these criticisms in her most recent work ° and 
has vowed that her experiment will be repeated with a new generation of 
twins.

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An analogous attempt, albeit on a larger scale, was the work of Michel 
and Francoise Gauquelin. In 1955, these two researchers attempted to 
show the link between the position of the planets at the moment of birth 
and certain human traits. The most striking link studied was the "Mars 
Effect" by which the position of the planet o” at the moment of birth would 
have an effect on athletic prowess. Almost thirty years later, in 1981, The 
French Committee for the Study of Paranormal Phenomena, created, 
among others, by Nobel laureate Alfred Kastler, worked with the 
Gauquelins on the same problem."° This succeeding study expanded on the 
original by enlarging the sample. It was hence revealed that, by weeding 
their sample, the Gauquelins had managed to find significant deviations 
from the standard. However, when the sample was augmented by the 
CFEPP, the standard deviations vastly diminished, tending towards zero. 
Once again, the polemic over the Gauquelins' work is not resolved and 
studies continue to be carried out. For instance, Suitbert Ertel, psychol- 
ogy professor at the University of Gottingen, has shown that the Mars 
Effect increases with an athlete's eminence"! 

In the anticipation of further studies based on the above-mentioned 
works, one might concede that they seem to corroborate a particular rela- 
tionship between celestial phenomena and the personalities of certain hu- 
man beings. Nonetheless, one cannot fail to note the weak results in favor 
of astrology: only 153 affirmative responses out of 238 in the twins’ 
study. Those who have truly contemplated astrology and examined their 
birth map will recognize that, in the deepest regions of their inner self, 
astrology is "true." The sensation of psychic coincidence experienced 
with regard to the universe has been present since the dawn of time and 
has failed to be eradicated by three centuries of scientific materialism. An 
astrological phenomenon does exist and the birth chart reflects the deepest 
fathoms of the human soul. Why then does this phenomenon not find sub- 
stance in statistical studies? 


HE REALITY of the Symbol 
It must be concluded that astrology is not easily captured by sta- 


tistics’ coarse nets but rather should be perceived in relation to 
our inner being. Astrology moves in the realm of a more subtle reality, far 
from that studied by natural science. The latter refuses ambiguity—a re- 
jection that is patent in classical physics. But, as will later be discussed, 
even as quantum physics reveals dualities such as that of the wave and the 
particle, the act of measurement leads to the manifestation of a unique,

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well-defined event. Modem science finds its roots in the rupture with the 
use of ambivalent logic like that manifested in astrology and in the myths 
of archaic thought. However, in the most profound core of our psyche, we 
feel the presence of contradicting forces. Most astrological texts underline 
this ambivalence in the interpretation of symbols. To take an example 
from Sun sign astrology, Valéry Giscard d'Estaing, former president of 
the republic, well embodied the qualities associated with his sign, *. 
From the moment he took office, he was an innovator, walking down the 
Champs-Elysées, visiting prisoners, meeting with refuse collectors, and 
spending time with ordinary people in their homes. But the values of his 
opposing sign, that of Q, were also very apparent in Giscard d'Estaing. 
For example, he admired Louis XV and the tradition of the royal hunt. He 
reintroduced the ancient custom of the kings of France, insisting that no 
one sit opposite him during meals. And of course, one might refer to the 
former president's admiration for Bokassa's diamonds. Such contradic- 
tory aspects of an individual cannot be rendered by statistics that separate 
opposing terms and refuses to include the aspects of one term in another. 
The science of statistics allows the unveiling of real phenomena but re- 
mains limited to the objects of natural science in which the notion of the 
soul has disappeared. If it were to be proven beyond the shadow of a 
doubt that the stars tend to determine the destinies of high level athletes or 
the distinct characteristics of twins, scientists would be obliged to take 
these phenomena into account and integrate them into an already existing 
or new discipline. In any case, it would be wise to avoid a new anti- 
astrology a priori like that once mounted against Kepler's idea that the >) 
influenced tides or Newton's theory of remote forces which was reminis- 
cent of alchemy. If, as with Kepler and Newton, the studies of Fuzeau- 
Braesh and Ertel were confirmed, entire sections of the scientific corpus 
would be cast in doubt, thus making way for progress. However, in no 
way would such discoveries give astrology a scientific label. At best, as- 
trology would renew science. I will return to this last possibility in an 
ensuing discussion of Kepler. Fortunately, the long refined methodology 
of science allows us to see our world more and more clearly, even permit- 
ting us to withdraw our projections. Whatever may evolve, astrology will 
remain astrology, constantly returning to that subtle and infinite reality 
even if the Mars Effect and the twin studies fall into the realm of science. 
In fact, the fine-spun reality of astrology is that of the symbol. The 
proponents of a scientific astrology often decry such an affirmation, de- 
claring: "What? You say that astrology is merely symbolic?" An inherent 
scom for the symbol is revealed in their offended protest. And so, some- 
thing that, in the history of our own culture and in many contemporary 
non-western cultures, constitutes a reality as real as material reality, is 
downgraded to a blatantly inferior standing. It is this rejection of the 
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symbol that explains the current exclusion of astrology by universities and 
cultured circles. If, in today's word, astrology gains no acceptance as an 
authentic field of study, this resistance is not simply due to the shameless 
exploitation of astrology that can be observed throughout the media. As- 
trology's low standing is more likely a result of the devaluation of the 
symbol over the past two centuries. Obscured and diluted, the science of 
the symbol has become so very enigmatic that it has lost 


its original sense and finds itself applied to myriad ele- 
ments such as traffic lights, logos, mathematical signs and 0 
dream images. Hence today's difficulty in differentiating 
between the aspects of astrology which fall into the field of és; 


natural science and the true nature of astrology which is 
that of the symbol, existing on a transcendental and meta- 6) 
physical plane of essences. 4 
Unfortunately, the social sciences disparage astrology 
and limit their study to the perspectives of sociology, his- 
tory and ethnology. Nonetheless, rather than abandoning astrology to 
horoscope charlatans, it is of interest to examine the causes for the field's 
current resurgence. In other words, instead of letting astrology become a 
belief and feeding the sterile debates between science and parascience, it 
seems of greater interest to explore astrology's own reality. While astrol- 
ogy cannot be a natural science, it can no better be a science like psychol- 
ogy. The false conception of astrology as the equivalent of psychology is 
abetted by the insistence on psychology that pervades contemporary cul- 
ture. Fundamental examples of such a tendency may be found in seminal 
works like The Astrology of the Personality'? and From Psychoanalysis 
to Astrology.” Astrologers are thus led to the false belief that astrology 
supplies conceptual or practical tools that may be used in "astrotherapy". 
In reality, astrology provides no conceptual tool like that generated, for 
example, by the founders of psychoanalysis. 


STROLOGY and Depth Psychology 
A® sum up, one might say that astrology belongs to neither social 

science nor to natural science but, on the other hand, may be the 
object of a science: a science of symbolic forms, of religion or of the psy- 
che. Today, an individual who looks into his astrological chart or solicits 
its interpretation commits a psychological act. For his part, Freud cast 
aside astrology and other "occult" disciplines, banishing them to what he 
called "the black sludge of occultism". Jung, on the other hand, believed 
that no element of human invention may be scorned, for everything has a 
meaning in the overall schema of things. Today, what was once seen as

originating in the stars is now understood as a projection of the uncon- 
scious, and astrology may be interpreted only from this psychological per- 
spective. Jung affirmed that the greater part of things considered psychic 
resided in the animated matter of the universe: "Since the stars have fallen 
from heaven and our highest symbols have paled, a secret life holds sway 
in the unconscious. That is why we have a psychology today, and why we 
speak of the unconscious. All this would be quite superfluous in an age or 
culture that possessed symbols.""* 

Jung awarded a distinct and separate reality to this interior world that 
he saw as having been projected onto the outside world. He deserves 
credit for having empirically rediscovered the soul of the world, comprised 
of the multiple gods of nature that he called the collective unconscious or 
the objective psyche. For delving into astrology and other "ghosts of cen- 
turies of imagination", Jung was suspected of mysticism and even magic. 
However, he acted as a true scientist, describing his methodology in the 
following manner: "I observe, I classify, I establish relationships and se- 
quential organization between observed events, and I even show that pre- 
diction is possible. When I speak of the collective unconscious, I do not 
present it as a principle, but rather give a name to the totality of observ- 
able events, that is to say, archetypes.""° 

As Michel Cazenave'® explains, the clearest definition of the archetype 
is neither that of an original image nor of the condensation of archaic resi- 
dues of some unconscious substance. Instead, it is an empty form, an a 
priori form of perception, a structure of the unconscious that emerges in 
the world of the senses and remains hidden while taking form in arche- 
typal images or symbols. Cazenave mentions the objective kinship be- 
tween archetypes and the forms of Lacan's collective field as well as the 
empty but formative unconscious of Lévi-Strauss and contemporary an- 
thropology's works on kinship. Like Freud, Jung solicited the empirical 
method while rejecting an exclusively causal interpretation of psychic 
phenomena. The latter are even more clearly oriented towards an end or 
path to be followed which Jung called individuation or the fulfillment of 
the "Self ": the archetype of human totality. With his bold hypothesis of 
Synchronicity,'’ Jung suggested that certain aspects of reality which re- 
main outside the causal description of nature may be understood as syn-

chronistic phenomena without regressing towards archaic forms of magi- 
cal causal thought. 

Thus, by the light of Jung's work, the planets and the zodiac signs are 
not archetypes, but rather archetypal images or symbols. In astrology, o, 
¥, and @ represent the potentials of aggression, of initiative (c"), of com- 
munication (#), and of love (9), inherent in us and we project these onto 
those planets that seem to best incarnate these qualities. And the feeling 
of psychic coincidence that we may have in relation to the universe of our 
birth is not due to the physical influence of the planets, but instead to the 
fact that we are born in synchronicity with the universe of our birth. As 
Jung contended, "we are born at a given moment, in a given place, and we 
have, like celebrated vintages the same qualities of the year and of the sea- 
son which saw our birth."”® 


STROLOGY and the potential unity of the world. 

Through his collaboration with the physicist Wolfgang Pauli, 

Jung came to the conclusion that the unconscious is not limited to 
the domain of psychology, but rather is related to the structures of matter. 
Thus, matter and psyche are no longer two separate, antinomic spheres. 
Their roots originate in a common original structure which Jung, echoing 
the philosophers of the Middle Ages, called the wnus mundus. Astrology 
draws from this source. And science, through its roots, shares the same 
soil. For, the real history of science reveals how its founders worked from 
symbolic forms that rose from the unconscious.” Kepler, father of new 
astronomy in the 17" century, was a devotee of astrology—an aspect of 
his personality tagged by science's 19" century historians as the "bad 
part". Nonetheless, new translations of Kepler's works” reveal the inte- 
gration of astrological symbols with his scientific research. They were, in 
fact, intermingled. They guided Kepler towards groundbreaking hypothe- 
ses that are the foundation of modern science. Newton, Kepler, and all the 
great innovators of science needed the symbolism of alchemy and astrol- 
ogy, or other elements, in order to invent. In any case, the roots of science 
always originate outside of its own field. Thus, as they are built upon a 
similitude between the unconscious psyche and the exterior world, one 
might say that all scientific or religious attempts to order chaos and mold 
reality are projections of the unconscious. Of course, science does not 
confine itself to the level of vision. Instead, it puts into place a process of 
discrimination and organization which, in physics, results in laws that are 
expressed by mathematical language. The human mind tends to seize

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these visions as if they were eternal truths, but the moment comes when 
observed events no longer coincide with a given vision or hypothesis and 
no longer correspond with the relevant scientific theory or model. At this 
moment, we recognize them as projections and the hypothesis in question 
must be abandoned for new approaches. 

So science, like astrology, is a projection by the unconscious onto the 
unknown. The knowledge of the unconscious is an unknowing knowledge 
that Jung described as a "cloud of knowledge" and named "absolute 
knowledge". Only at this level of the unconscious’ absolute knowledge, 
where the potential unity of the universe lies, are science and astrology 
one and the same thing. It is when man or mankind becomes aware of the 
knowledge of the unconscious that symbolic forms, scientific concepts and 
physical laws can be generated. But, at this stage, a new level of reality 
emerges—that of developed manifestation. Here, religious systems find 
their uniqueness and scientific disciplines are defined. Here appears the 
distinction between archetypal forms and the empty forms of archetypes. 
According to Jung, archetypes, the nuclei of the unconscious, cannot be 
perceived by the conscious but rather are empty matrices that the con- 
scious fills with the particulars of a dream or the elements of a distinct 
culture. Hence the absurdity of debates about the validity of such and 
such an astrological system and especially about the equinoctial preces- 
sion. For roughly 2,000 years, the Western world has used the mobile 
zodiac of signs because it best incarnates the constantly changing occi- 
dental way of life. At this level of manifestation, it is therefore an illusion 
to seek unity between the different systems of astrology or to seek a rela- 
tion between science and astrology. Hence, the need to have a vertical 
vision of reality. 


ECOGNIZING the existence of different levels of reality 

Today's scientific spirit is slowly abandoning a strictly material- 

istic conception of the world and accepting the reality of a world 
outside immediate reality. Aside from Jung and the physicist Pauli, nu- 
merous researchers, physicists, and philosophers of science have come to 
the hypothesis of a transcendental field, such as that in the implicate order 
of David Bohm,” the veiled real of Bernard d'Espagnat,” and the 
subquantum field of Ervin Laszlo.” The paradox is that physics, which in 
the positivist 19" century wanted to explain everything on a sole and 
unique level, has been obliged to consider at least two different levels of 
reality:

Aristotelian view of identity, non-contradiction and of the excluded 
middle. In other words, a table is a table and not a chair. 

e = The reality of quantum objects, already evoked in regards to the phe- 
nomenon of non-locality, which is the expression of the universe as a 
certain, indivisible totality. 

If we try to understand the behavior of these objects by the means of clas- 

sical logic, we find ourselves in a labyrinth of paradox. Such is the case 

of light which was first interpreted as a corpuscle and then, with the 19" 

century wave theory as a wave, until the emergence of quanta theory in 

1930. Since then, we have envisioned light as being made up of novel 

entities that are both wave and particle. Thus, classical logic, based on 

the principle of identity, non-contradiction and the excluded middle, must 
cede its place to the logic of the included middle. This included middle 
reveals another level of reality where that which appears disunited and 
contradictory (wave or particle) is perceived as united and non- 
contradictory. Certain physicists cannot make room for this concept. 

Jean-Marc Lévy-Leblond compares the situation to that of the first ex- 

plorers who, once disembarked in Australia, "perceived in the streams 

where they sought gold, strange beasts 

with beaks and fur which they baptized 

‘duckmoles.' The Aborigines already 

had a name for the animal: mallingong 

(or boondaburra). Unfortunately, this 

name was replaced by the heavy and 

scholarly ‘ornithorhynchus' (or 'platy- 

pus' for the Anglo-Saxons) since the creature was not the combination of a 

duck and mole, but rather a newly discovered being. Similarly, the physi- 

cist who manipulates light with his instruments and describes it in equa- 
tions sees that in neither case is it light wave or particle nor sometimes 

one and sometimes the other, as is too often said.”* We therefore move to a 

new level of deeper reality where identity, non-contradiction and the ex- 

cluded middle simultaneously disappear. 

It is in the framework of these new epistemological landscapes opened 
by quantum physics that one may situate astrology and determine its 
eventual connection to science. For this, a new rationality must come into 
effect—an open rationality that permits dialogue between differing sci- 
ences and inner experience. This new approach is taking form under the 
name transdisciplinarity. The name touches upon the two meanings of 
the prefix trans: that which is beyond all disciplines and that which trav- 
erses all possible disciplines. Article 3 of the Transdisciplinarity Charter

yond their boundaries."” 

Science, with its protocols, demands, and specific means of existence, 
operates on a completely different level than that of the mind-inspired 
quest for innerness embodied by astrology. Each decodes the same poten- 
tial unity of the real while working from differing levels of being. In his 
vast inquiry into the relationship between science and the soul, Michel 
Cazenave distinguished a hierarchy of four levels of existence between 
ourselves and Being, helping to demonstrate where and how science and 
astrology are profoundly united yet totally distinct. 


1. The beings or entities: level of the psychology of the conscious and of 
phenomena that are relatively separate, and studied by classical mac- 
roscopic physics. Here dwells the excluded middle logic (a is a and 
not b). For example, ” is the planet o” and not the planet 9. 


2. The Totality of being: level of the total psyche personified in an indi- 
vidual, of phenomenal relativist physics and phenomenal quantum 
physics. Particular entities originate from these actual globalities. 


3. The plane of Being: realm of the potential totality of the objective 
transcendental psyche, of the unus mundus, of the real at the roots of 
quantum physics where paradoxes and complementary pairs are found 
(conscious-unconscious, wave-particle). The associated logic is that 
of the included middle (a is at the same time a and 8). It is also the 
place of archetypes and astrological symbols that may signify one 
thing as well as its opposite. For example, the symbol o" may be 
manifest both in the destructive behavior of a serial killer and in the 
healing hands of a surgeon. 


4. The Being: unknowable and imparticipable, beyond all contradiction 
and all identity as a is neither a nor 5.6 


Astrology, like any symbolic art, draws on the last two levels of the 
above structure where the objective psyche and matter coincide in their 
potential unity. Science, for its part, only deals in separate, multiple and

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actualized objects from the first two levels. But, as Cazenave insists, 
these four levels are mirrored in each other, the last referring to the first. 


HE ZODIAC as a mirror of the Being and as a reading grid 

Thus, while neither astrology nor archetypes can be explained by 

science, we may perceive reflections of astrology in science. 
Some contend that the future may therein be deciphered. However, with 
the exception of certain works in mundane astrology, one might safely say 
that most astrological predictions would come out false if exhaustive 
studies were conducted. The supposed accuracy of certain predictions 
thus lies in simple statistical odds. If isolated national and world events, 
such as the changing of a government majority or the fall of the soviet 
block, have been successfully predicted, this accuracy most likely stems 
from the predictor's sense of history and geopolitics. Astrology does play 
its part, but only as a resonance on the grid of possibilities that makes up 
the infinite game of "astrological aspects". 

Apparently, the solitude that often accompanies power leads certain 
heads of state to surround themselves with astrologers. We may only 
hope that their official advisors adopt the scientific methods of futurology 
which, while less poetic and spectacular, are better adapted to the modern 
world. For everything dealing with projections on the future prior to the 
astrology/astronomy split may be found today in scientific predictions. In 
fact, one of science's roles is to predict the future while specifying the 
limits of this predictive power. Astrology should no longer attempt to as- 
sume such a role. In fact, one might note that neither the founders of psy- 
choanalysis nor contemporary therapists have encouraged predictive 
practices. The unconscious knowledge of absolute knowledge that resides 
in the deepest layers of the psyche allows one to "fly over time". In fact, 
this knowledge is out of time or moreover, it is distributed throughout all 
dimensions of time including the past and the future. Nonetheless, it is a 
diffuse knowledge, not allowing for the precise and exact description of a 
future event. One may simply obtain the more or less beclouded image of 
emerging possibilities which Marie-Louise von Franz calls the "quality of 
possible events".”” The use of astrology to meditate on the unconnected 
events of the past in order to stitch them together and invest them with 
meaning remains valuable. However, too much speculation about the fu- 
ture, can become detrimental for it turns one's attention away from the 
here and now. This distances astrology from its only possible meaning at 
the dawn of the 21* century: to present us with the contradictions arising 
from the non-integrated aspects of our personalities as reflected in the 
birth chart, and to permit a dialogue with these contradictions, ultimately

leading to the awareness of the Self—the essential wholeness of our psy- 
che. 

On another plane, astrology is called the "mother of the sciences". One 
might imagine that astrology's rich symbolic structure could inspire sci- 
ence to elaborate new tools, aimed at the exploration of the constantly elu- 
sive aspects of the real. As Jung contended, archetypes carry out an over- 
all movement known as circumambulatio.* By this, he means that they 
rotate around the central archetype, the Self—orchestrator of the overall 
organization. The zodiac of the twelve signs is a mandala (symbol of the 
totality) which perfectly illustrates the wheel of archetypes. It is harmoni- 
ously structured by the numbers and principally by the numbers four (the 
elements of fire, earth, air and water) and three (the qualities which are 
cardinal, fixed and mutable). In fact, it can be considered as a rich- 
reading grid that uses a potential conceptual language, a sort of "qualita- 
tive mathematics". Thanks to its square and opposition features, the cir- 
cular structure of the zodiac allows for both a diachronic and synchronic 
reading. Well before it permitted the delineation of an individual or col- 
lective narrative, astrology was perceived by the ancient Egyptian, 
Babylonian, Indian, and Islamic traditions as the reflection of creation and 
the evolution of the world. Before anything else, astrology is therefore 
cosmogony. Today, scientific cosmology brandishes proof to show that 
the universe has a history. The universe had a beginning, will have an end, 
and by certain interpretations, is susceptible to cyclical evolution. Re- 
markably, the different stages of this history match the meanings behind 
the twelve signs of the zodiac.” As new cosmological theories lose footing 
in the approach towards time zero, the zodiacal structure may clarify cer- 
tain relationships, perhaps leading to a new scientific approach to the sin- 
gularity of the universe's origin. Of course, this use of astrology must not 
confuse the manifested totalities studied by science with the potential to- 
tality illustrated by the zodiac. 


HE TRUTH of astrology 

Those who attempt to prove astrology through science perpetuate 

the early century belief of Bertrand Russell for whom "the only 
truth is science". This scientific vision of truth is a prolongation of the 
traditional conception of truth that has dominated occidental thought since 
Aristotle. For this philosopher, "true discourse is similar to things" (De 
Interpretatione). The same concept then returned during the Middle Ages 
when Aquinas insisted that truth is adequacy and in Descartes' conception

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that truth equals certitude because it guarantees rectitude, an accord with 
the represented object. More recently, Kant mirrored Aristotle when he 
wrote, "it is only by judgment, in other words, by the relationship of an 
object to our understanding, that one finds truth and error".*° 

Astrology's truth cannot be defined by these philosophers' terms. The 
individual who meditates on his planetary blueprint does find adequacy 
between the representation of the universe at his moment of birth and his 
inner life. But, as far as astrology is concerned, this remains a correspon- 
dence of symbolic proportions. And no symbolic system of interpretation 
is absolutely true, the symbol being characterized by its polysemy and 
multivocal abundance. The symbol's opaque language opens to infinite 
interpretations. Unlike scientific language which seeks to explain and 
give account of natural phenomena, symbolic language such as that of 
astrology demands interpretation and guides us towards the core of our 
inner self. The natal chart is not a conventional representation. It is a 
path of a hidden meaning, the meaning of a new unity through which we 
merge with the archetypal structure of our very being. 

The truth of astrology is thus the truth of the symbol. While another 
truth assumes adequacy of the thing, astrology's truth belongs to the es- 
sence of Being. This is not a truth of agreement but of unveiling, like that 
in Plato's cave. Plato and the neoplatonic tradition gave truth this status 
and, during the Middle Ages, Saint Bonaventure reflected a similar vision, 
meditating that truth "does not come from existing matter, for matter is 
contingent, nor from its existence in the mind, as this would be mere fic- 
tion if the thing were not truly present. Rather, it ensues from the exem- 
plary nature of the divine archetype which decides the properties and the 
mutual sequence of all things based on the sketches of eternal wisdom.””! 
This notion of an essential truth is found in Jung's process of individuation 
through which man perceives his own, singular verity. And so unfolds the 
truth of the Self which is also that found through meditating on one's birth 
chart.

// HE QUESTION OF which stocks to buy necessitates deter- 
mining which industry groups to invest in. Stocks can benefit 
or suffer from a "guilt by association" simply due to the indus- 
try group that they are classified in. Being included in a group 

that is out of favor can tie a rock around the leg of a strong stock, holding 
it back. A weak stock can rise in a favored industry group simply be- 
cause a rising tide lifts all boats. One method simply identifies parts of 
the zodiac that are sensitive for a given group of stocks or companies.

It switched to the Big 
Board with the new symbol SEG. The latter date is used because listing 
on the NYSE is a major change that makes the stock more marketable. I 
have found that there will be shared-degree areas between the old and the 
new chart, so you pick up the effect or the "echo" of the old chart in the 
new one through these zodiacal degrees. Now that some misconceptions 
have been cleared up, we go back to stock selection. 
Let us look at the technology group as a second example. JBM, Mi- 
crosoft, Compaq, and Oracle are leaders in their fields. The first-trade 
charts all have some very close and dynamic aspects:

These stocks and the overall market topped with the solar eclipse of 
March 9,1997 at 18°31’ X. The o” station of April 27, 1997 at 16° 44” TW 
occurred as these stocks hit lows and suddenly jumped into new up- 
trends. It is easy to see how activity at 16° to 22° mutable would effect all 
of the horoscopes. By working with horoscopes from the same industry, 
one will see how the stocks are tied together in this fashion. 

Obviously, we are relying on two traditional astrological methods: shared 
degree area and orb. When I was a basic student, John Townley said that 
shared degree areas were the most important consideration in synastry. 
And, the closer the orb, the greater the energy. In the technology exam- 
ple, we saw both principles at work. The best procedure is to take the 
leading stocks in an industry and put them around the same wheel. Then 
look for the shared degree areas. In addition, other aspects to the natal 
chart will further modify the behavior of any single stock.

The combination of these signals and } 
activating the first-trade chart points to higher quotes over the near-term. 

Next November, and ¥ will station at 18° 1 and 18° %, respectively. 
This will again activate the degree area, likely leading to either the rever- 
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sal of downtrends (if the stocks are falling at that time) or an acceleration 
(if the stocks are headed higher at that time). 

Knowledge of the industry sub-groups is important. The technology 
area has fragmented into many smaller groups. For example there are 
specialized semiconductor makers (ASICS) that produce complex chips 
for specific purposes. Fig. 4 illustrates the biggest:

Note that all have planets in the central decanate of cardinal signs. 
Planets passing through this area affect all of the stocks, and therefore, 
the industry. in T has held these shares back while other stocks in the 
tech sector have rallied. 4's exit from this part of the zodiac should at 
least take some of the ballast off and allow the stocks to play catch up 
with the rest of the group. Choice of a suitable candidate requires a 
complete investigation of the charts. 

Awareness of the sensitive degree for this sub-group would have kept 
one out of the stocks as they underperformed.

T ONE TIME or another every astrologer is asked to pick an 
auspicious date and time for playing; the lottery, and other 
assorted games of chance that hold the promise of a fortune. 
My reply is usually to remind the person making the request 
that I am still living in the same house and spend my winters in New 
York, not Bora Bora. I do not think there is anything not spiritual about 
huge sums of money. I have not met many very wealthy astrologers, and 
I sincerely doubt that they all suffer from “bad money karma” or a natal 
chart promising little in the way of material goods through the practice of 
astrology. If anyone is using astrology to predict the lottery, horse racing, 
etc. on a regular enough basis to support them in a grand style I do not 
share his secrets. 
The questions I have answered revolve around a very specific 
investment opportunity for the querent. The talent, ability, integrity, and 
luck of a 7th house advisor are qualities the astrologer is able to judge. 
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Shall I invest?

This {2 rising question was asked during the hour of 4, the evening 
tuler of the fire trinity. The querent has a £2 © and Ascendant. A heavily 
tenanted 5th house mirrors the concern of the querent. 

A business proposition was offered at a dinner party by a doctor with 
a successful track record in medical business ventures. The querent had 
some money she wished to invest and hoped that this might be the right 
vehicle. 

The doctor is represented by » in », a fine placement but thwarted by 
outside events beyond his control. This is shown by the only aspects he is 
capable of perfecting, a square to B and an opposition to the ®. Barbara 
Watters (Horary Astrology & the Judgement of Events) has written that 
the outer planets, XX, ¥ and P... 


...Signify special conditions existing in the social world beyond the 
control of the querent, but which may still affect the outcome in 
unexpected ways. Or the outer planets may be used to signify things, 
conditions or people which they rule specifically. I find that using the 
outer planets in this fashion gives extra depth to the chart and greater 
insight into its meaning. 


My own experience corroborates Watters’ judgement of the outer 


planets and their application in the horary chart. As a general rule I find 
that old rulerships are consistently accurate and that KX, ¥ and B describe 
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happenings we have no control over; those circumstances to which we 
bear witness and react. I would carry this one step further and add that 
except for those instances when XX, ¥ and P describe a person or event 
they show little benevolence in the Horary or Event chart. 

Trines involving the outer planets may bring unexpected blessings 
from quarters we didn’t know existed, but their squares and oppositions 
always wreck havoc with the outcome. They indicate actual events that 
are difficult if not impossible for the astrologer to predict. However, I do 
promise that they will make perfect sense in hindsight. 

I have frequently called the ) approaching the © a “Dead Moon”. 
This last phase of the ) has always indicated a closing or finishing of 
business at hand. It has never been the signature of a new beginning or a 
venture that takes off. This ) position in horary charts most frequently 
suggests that nothing will happen regardless of her early degree. 

The money situation does not look promising. The @ (calculated for a 
night chart), at 27° £2, is & % while 4 squares the Ascendant. In addition, 
¢ is approaching combustion. 

In all financial charts 4 and 9, as natural rulers of goods and money, 
carry much weight. 2 always speaks of smaller quantities than 4. My 
answer was “no, do not invest”. I told my client that I had doubts that 
this idea would ever come to fruition. As it turns out, the business in 
question never did materialize. 

I should like to point out the sextile between the querent (© at 20° % 
and * at 25° ») and the dealmaker. Both bodies are strong by placement 
and sign, yet they fail to bring the parties together. I have not found the 
sextile aspect powerful enough to produce the required energy for 
perfection. In this chart it describes, quite accurately, a harmonious and 
cordial relationship between the querent and the doctor. 


Y FILES are sparse when it comes to client charts about the 
Mees and horse racing but I share with the reader a question 

that comes from another astrologer. Add this to your collection 
of horary charts and perhaps someone will accrue enough data in this 
area to develop a formula for prediction. 

The chart illustrated here comes from the files of Lee Murphy. Some 
of the astrological techniques Lee had been using for natal astrology 
indicated good luck in her own natal chart. There were signatures that 
promised money from foreign sources in 1993. In August, of that year, 
someone suggested she ask a horary question about winning a foreign 
lottery 

The Ascendant ruler, 4, and the ruler of the hour, 4, are both in air 
signs validating the chart. 

This is one of the most promising charts I have seen. The ) conjuncts 
fixed stars Spica and Arcturus from the house of hopes and wishes, an 
indication of prosperity and good fortune. She is also in mutual reception 
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with @ in the 8th (money from others). The © is well situated in the 9th, 
in 22, awaiting a sextile from the ). 

Unfortunately the ruler of the Sth, 0’, resides in his fall. However, he 
approaches a conjunction to 4, ruler of our querent and the end of the 
matter. This chart had all the characteristics of success and Lee 
purchased a ticket for a lottery in Hamburg, Germany in September of 
1993.

This lottery runs weekly drawings for a period of six months. Lee 
purchased one ticket at a cost of $541.90 that covered a six-month period 
of time. On the 11th of February in 1994 Lee won $738.70. She chose to 
re-invest her winnings of $196.80 in the lottery and in the end won no 
money. 

In my opinion Lee’s chart looked like more than a $196 winner but 
then I have yet to see the chart of a $50,000 win.

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Retrograde Planets: 
Illusion & Fact 


LEIGH WESTIN 


// ROM THE EARTH’S viewpoint, all other planets appear to stop 
| and reverse their orbits, resulting in both a visual phenomenon in 
that planets do not actually reverse their orbital direction, and a 
zodiacal change reflecting a shift in the relationship between the 
planet’s orbit and the ecliptic. 


PHYSICAL BASIS 

In terms of celestial longitude, one of the measurements that defines planetary 
positions relative to the Earth, retrograde activity occurs thusly: a planet ap- 
pears to slow down its travel across the degrees, stops on a particular degree, 
reverses its motion over several measurement points it has already visited, 
stops at an earlier degree, then crosses these degrees again, making three 
passes over the same ecliptic territory. The result is an emphasis on a specific 
area in celestial longitude over a longer period of time than normally occurs. 
In terms of longitude then, a difference is shown in the directional flow of en- 
ergy between a retrograde planet and the Earth. 

All planets are similar in the way their retrograde period appears from 
Earth. To fully grasp how the retrograde phenomenon manifests, it must be 
understood that the ecliptic represents the Earth’s orbital path. It is not just 
the motion of other planets by which the retrograde business occurs. Equally 
involved is the Earth in its own orbit. Further, retrograde activity experienced 
on Earth can be described relative to the ©. Planets beyond the Earth’s orbit, 
do" through P, appear retrograde when viewed from the Earth only around the 
time of their opposition to the ©. While on the contrary 3 and @, residing 
between the © and the Earth, are retrograde only when nearest the Earth, in 
other words, physically between the Earth and the O—and only when close to 
their interior conjunction with the ©. Interestingly enough, the Earth as 
viewed from o or any of the planets exhibits a retrograde cycle as well. The 
fact of the matter is each planet is experienced from all other planets in retro- 
grade cycles but not necessarily at the same time. In all cases, retrograde ac- 
tion of any planet is a result of the interplay of the orbits of the planet in ques- 
tion and the planet from which the retrograde action is seen. 


STATIONARY POINTS & INTENSITY 

When a planet appears to slow its speed, then stop in its orbit, the trusty 
ephemeris shows the planet in the same degree and sign of celestial longitude 
for several days. In the case of and ¥, the perception of a cease of motion 
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results when the planets appear to be traveling head-on toward or exactly 
away from the Earth. For all planets the cessation of motion is termed a “sta- 
tion” of which there are always two, a retrograde station marking the begin- 
ning of the reverse path and a direct station signaling the change to forward 
motion. 

Both station points are highly energized transiting points, yielding the po- 
tential to activate matching degrees in any given chart—and with quite a wal- 
lop. Such an impact results because the same degree will be hit three times in 
short succession. Not only will the degree be hit three times, but the planet 
will travel slowly to the degree and, after the station, slowly move away from 
it—all adding to an intense focus. 

By analogy, retrograde intensity can be likened to heat from a blazing fire. 
Passing a hand over flames will cause the sensation of extreme warmth for the 
moment, but when the hand is moved away Z 
the heated effects disappear. In contrast, Zz Zz 
passing a hand over a roaring fire three times Z 
fairly close together, as in the case of degrees 
being hit three times, will cause a greater 
awareness of the fiery effects. If the hand is 
held over the flame for an extended time, Closed 
such as the build up and focus of stationary for 
points, there is a good chance of being won- Renewal 
derfully warmed or, heaven forbid, severely 
burned. 

Slower moving planets offer the greatest 
potential in the latter scenario for two rea- 
sons. First, only a few degrees exist between 
the point at which the planet stations to retrograde and later stations direct. 
Second, the outer planets remain closer to the stationing point for a longer pe- 
riod of time, thereby enhancing the energy effect—much like being close to a 
fire and not being able to get move away from the overabundant heat. 

Using % in December 1997, as an example, any degree from its retrograde 
station at 3° 19’ to its direct station at 17° 04’ will be sensitized because it 
will be hit three times. Those degrees falling at the midpoint of the two stations 
will be affected with the least amount of energy. The closer chart data matches 
the stationing degrees, the greater the impact. 

In this particular case of 9 8, a total of 17’are involved from the retrograde 
to the direct stations. In #’s August-September 1997 retrograde cycle 15° were 
affected and in April-May only 11°. Of course many factors contribute to ret- 
rograde duration—whether the planet is inside or outside the Earth’s orbit, 
how rapidly the planet moves, etc. Nevertheless, it always can be said in the 
case of outer planets that fewer degrees will be involved. Table | illustrates 
this point. The greater the planetary orbit, the fewer the number of degrees 
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affected—and the greater the impact. Notice how \ hovered around 4° —not 
even a decent 5° orb for six months! ¥ activated only a little more than 2%’; 
and although B covered as much territory as ¥, we are still talking about it 
sticking to less than 3° for five months! 

Even though retrograde activity falls into the transit category, any chart 
with natal positions energized by all the outer planets certainly can expect a 
lively six months. If personal points, the Ascendant, MC, Vertex, ©, ) or )’s 
Q are lighted by the fire as well, a strong possibility exists that retrograde 
flames will bum into life major changing events. Couple in appropriate pro- 
gressions and/or directions and one could without question conclude so.

SHADOW POINTS 
Now that we have established the physical basis and potential strength of ret- 
rograde activity, there is more to the story. 

Although an “old concept,” I first heard the term “shadow point” from 
Martha Ramsey—which she defined as the degree of the retrograde station 
passed in forward motion after the planet stationed direct. As an example, us- 
ing }’s retrograde station in December, 1997 at 3° 19” %, it’s shadow point is 
also 3° 19° © which ¥ will cross in forward motion on January 15, 1998. (See 
Table 2.) 

While working with this idea, it became evident that there is yet another 
shadow point. The shadow point Martha spoke about is the shadow that is 
thrown ahead of us, the one visible when we walking beyond the energy cast- 
ing the light. The other is the one of which we are the least aware, the one that 
falls behind us as we are approaching an illumination. This is the degree of 
the direct station touched by the planet in forward motion, prior to its retro- 
grade station. In keeping with our fiery analogy, this shadow point occurring 
before the retrograde station can be likened to the unseen smoldering fire be- 
Jore it bursts into flames. Further, all planets throw shadow points, one of the 
direct station before the retrograde cycle and one of the retrograde station after 
the cycle. There is one last highly relevant point: both shadow points occur 
when the planet in question appears in forward motion. 
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3 lends itself best to the explanation of how shadow points manifest, since 
its retrograde cycle occurs frequently (at least three times a year), and since its 
effects seem to be more immediate compared to the longer term and more sub- 
tle effects that exist with the slower moving planets. This is not to say that 
life-changing events never occur in conjunction with ¥ %. If such is concurrent 
with eclipses or progressions/directions then ¥ can indeed trigger major situa- 
tions. Retrograde energy from a transit nevertheless is just that—transiting 
energy—and should be interpreted within delineation theory of transiting ac- 
tivity. 

Table 2 shows three 3 cycles in 1997 and illustrates how the shadow 
points contain the cycle. Table 3 shows ¥ & cycles in 1998 and is included for 
readers to follow and chart their findings.

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affected during a 38 period. On an individual basis, one would look at that 
which § govemed in the natal chart in addition to these general issues. 

Prior to }’s retrograde station when it reaches the beginning shadow point, 
its speed is generally reduced by about 20%. It is at this point that a hint of 
faltering communication occurs, orderly processes hesitate, and second 
thoughts emerge—like a glimpse of a flickering flame being caught in the cor- 
ner of one’s eye. This is the time to which a shift of perspective either within 
oneself or in surroundings can be traced. It is not until after $ reaches the final 
shadow point in forward motion that complete normalcy (sanity?) resumes— 
in other words, when the fire burns down at least to comfort level. 

The research applied to this phenomenon has been done with close friends 
and family, those with whom finite details could be checked. It may be more 
dynamic to use famous people for research, but unless one knows the subtle 
ramifications in the life, there is no way to gather verifiable data that includes 
subtle shifts in the energy experienced. 

The following example is from a close friend’s experience, and it describes 
only a small segment of the big picture. However, the illustration offers sig- 
nificant insight into shadow point workings. On July 28 my friend returned 
from a trip and made an appointment to execute a sales contract on a house 
the following day. She had been vacillating for over a month on the decision. 
The push came when the builder received another contract the day before. If 
she had not executed at that time, the opportunity to purchase would have been 
lost. This was the day of the beginning shadow point. She was in a partial 
response mode instead of completely proactive due to a shift in perspective. 

The sales contract was executed. The earliest moving date available was 
August 19. The beginning shadow point at 2° Tl is not particularly an active 
point in her chart—how- 
ever, the later retrograde 
station on August 18 fell 
less than a degree off natal 
¥, exactly quincunx natal 
3. On August 16, two days 
before the retrograde sta- 
tion with ¥ on natal ¥ in TT 
and § ruling the 6", located 
in the 12", she fell and 
broke her leg. This acted 
as a trigger to the March 
Solar Eclipse square to 
natal ¥, activated by the New Moon that day, focusing on stationary ¥. An 
aunt, 6" house again, took care of her since her ability to get around (#) was 
severely curtailed. The move was delayed until September 2, the next earliest 
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available moving date and the day after the September Solar Eclipse conjunct 
her ASC/MC midpoint. 

Within three days of the ending shadow point (the 24"), the cast was re- 
moved, allowing her to get around in a more comfortable manner. Now, the 
leg obviously was not healed at the ending shadow point, but the crutches had 
been almost as damaging as the break—and now she no longer had to deal 
with those. 

Most conclusive and related to shadow point theory is that this allowed the 
move to be completed by the 24", in that everything was unpacked, in place 
and the last box removed. Certainly drapes were not up and other details un- 
completed. But she was initially settled. From shadow point to shadow point, 
the issue was the move. Breaking the leg was part of a bigger picture running 
concurrently within the smaller segment of activity—yet, triggered, in con- 
junction with other important data, by the retrograde station point. As we all 
know, nothing is static, everything is relative and there are many pieces to the 
puzzle of life—all of which fit together interlocking with each other. The 
timing corresponds closely to $’s shadow points, and additionally illustrates a 
trigger to other portents. 

Outer planets are more elusive to work with because of the long-term cy- 
cle from shadow point to shadow point, sometimes more than a year. Never- 
theless, by being aware that such a cycle exists, results in practice are highly 
beneficial, yielding clues as to when circumstances govemed by the planet 
may rear its fiery head and when the scenario flames may die down, smolder- 
ing into ashes of completion. 


RETROGRADE ENERGY 

Much has been written conceming retrograde energy. Much has been nega- 
tive. It is my contention that this conclusion is perpetuated because forward 
motion is perceived as positive and reverse motion as negative, similar to the 
connotation implied in the saying, “two steps forward and one step backward.” 
Like much in the material world this is an illusion—in fact, the whole retro- 
grade affair is an illusion. The planets do not stop and reverse their orbits. 
Retrograde activity is a visual anomaly. The only difference that actually 
manifests is shown in astronomical measurements, i.e. celestial longitude of 
the planet in question relative to the Earth. 

It is important to recognize that retrograde activity is a deviation from the 
norm, an exception, and not necessarily associated with abnormal, irregular, 
or other similar words that tend to take on a negative fixation. I am reminded 
of Kt Boehrer’s description of planets out-of-bound by declination. She de- 
scribes these as anomalies and inconsistencies from the normal, yet clearly 
with the possibility for positive expression unless afflicted, even though ex- 
pression of the planet is frequently an exaggeration—in other words, not 
bound by normal limits. 
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Relating this thought process to retrograde planets, their deviation from the 
norm is an illusionary backtracking—retracing steps seemingly taken earlier 
along the ecliptic path. The backup seen in celestial longitude does not rest 
solely on the other planet, but also on the Earth itself. The phenomenon is a 
result of the interplay of the two planets to each other. This is more than a 
phenomenon done to the Earth, so to speak. The Earth itself, is a part of the 
action. In celestial longitude, this is measured as an intense focus over a short 
span of degrees. If we liken a human to the Earth and the retrograde planet to 
energy, then many times it appears as if we are backtracking, operating in re- 
verse, when in reality the issues governed by the apparently retrograde planet 
are being intensely focused, emphasized and internalized to a greater than 
normal degree—perhaps to exaggeration. Whether such is negative or posi- 
tive depends on the entire nativity. 

One of the summations concerning retrograde activity that can be counted 
on is introversion, or introspection. 

Still, cases exist of charts with several natal retrograde planets and the per- 
sonality not being particularly introverted. Rather the individual is capable of 
intense concentration and focus in areas associated with natal retrograde plan- 
ets. Taking this logic one step further to the mundane level and 3’s retrograde 
cycle, it is not so much that communication and transportation goes berserk, 
as it is that the Earth is saying: “Enough! It is time to stop the grind and take 
stock of what is going on. It is time to look deep within and come up with new 
ideas so that progress can continue at a greater level. It is time for a breather 
to look inside and make changes for the better.” In this manner, man is given 
the opportunity to gather his wits about him and act in a more intelligent man- 
ner when § again appears to be moving forward. In essence, this is “time-out” 
to solve problems. 

For one specific example, $8 is an excellent time to take tests—what is a 
test but an exercise in problem solving. As a matter of fact, the symbol for 
retrograde, the R with a line through its tail, %, is still used today as a signature 
for prescriptions. This is no accident. 3 is associated with the intestinal tract 
(ruler of I). In retrograde mode, assimilation is intensified. The ancients 
knew such a time was the best to begin a medicinal regime. The continued 
related use of the retrograde glyph, is a throwback to a time when physicians 
had the good sense to use astrology. Yet even the word assimilation carries a 
two-fold meaning. What is problem solving and research, but the assimilation 
of data into meaningful content. 

It is somewhat fitting that this piece is being written on the eve of a % & sta- 
tion. Perhaps it is time for us all to take another look at retrograde planets. 
Perhaps it is time to internalize the illusion, to gain a deeper understanding of 
the retrograde process and let the results lead to a shift in perspective with a 
more positive outlook.

To see if this is possible I 

A evs used eleven recent shooting incidents in schools, in each of 

which one or more children were killed. Ten of these are all that 

occurred in the US over the past five years. The eleventh is the March 

1996 shooting in Dunblane, Scotland that was the subject of my article in 
the previous issue of Considerations. 
These shootings were as follows:

Classical astrological lore, going back to Ptolemy, insists that eclipses 
will indicate the when and where of events such as these. I therefore first 
compared sunrise charts for the place and date of each of these school 
shootings (I only have exact times for Dunblane and Jonesboro) against 
the charts for the previous solar and lunar eclipse set for the same loca- 
tions. Only three of the twelve of these comparisons provided what ap- 
pear to be meaningful indications for the where and the when of these 
shootings. These are:

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In three of these instances the rising O is closely aspecting one of that 
location’s angles in a prior eclipse. As the MC is unique to a particular 
longitude and the ASC to a particular latitude-longitude combination, 
this aspect by the © could be said to determine the day of the event and 
to identify its general location. 

So far so good, but what about the other nine school shootings? And 
just as important, what was there in these earlier eclipses to indicate an 
event of this nature?

The key to it all came when I examined the above chart of the solar 
eclipse prior to the Amityville shooting. » is close to the Descendant at 
Amityville and that can of course indicate a cold-blooded attack of some 
sort, but an even closer indicator is the draconic position of 0’. The Q at 
20°50’ # in the eclipse chart is 99°10’ short of 0° T. If this same amount 
is added to the position of d’, 23°19’ & in the above chart, its draconic or 
nodal position becomes 2°29’ TI, where it is at the IC of this solar eclipse 
at Amityville. At the same time the draconic o” is also exactly aspecting 
the eclipse itself, at 2°28’ 4. 

Again, when the same addition of 99°10’ is made to 4’s eclipse posi- 
tion at 15°32” #* we obtain a nodal position of 24°42’ 8, which is oppo- 
site the 24°20’ Tl position of E in the above eclipse chart. Of course this 
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% & PB is an inherent factor of this eclipse, affecting everyone, but it was 
emphasized at Amityville because of ’s closeness to an angle. 

o& & MC is a clear indicator of the shooting. Combine this with 4 & 
ASC at the same time % is .® PB and we have the necessary indications for 
this attack. 

% will have been within 2%° of opposing the ascendant at many 
places. It is only when we add to this the draconic position of o oppos- 
ing the MC that Amityville is specifically pinpointed. 

I consider the nodal or draconic chart to be the lunar horoscope while 
the standard chart is the solar one. In the standard or solar chart the fidu- 
cial or beginning point is 0° T, which we identify as the point in the 
tropical zodiac where the ©’s path, the ecliptic, crosses the equator. In 
the draconic or lunar horoscope the )’s Q identifies an analogous point 
with respect to the ). At these points, 0° T for the © and the Q for the ), 
the luminary is leaving a southern declination and moving into a northern 
one. 

The attack occurred on the day the © rose opposite the Amityville 
Ascendant in the solar eclipse of December 23", 1992. 

As confirmation, transit X at 19°30’ % and transit ¥ at 19°31’ ® were 
closely opposing the Ascendant at Amityville, 19°33’ ©, of the earlier 
lunar eclipse of December 9" 1992. 

Full positions, in terms of both the solar and lunar zodiacs, for these 
three charts, sunrise on the day of the shooting, and the prior solar and 
lunar eclipses as seen at Amityville, New York, are listed below:

There is also the close % ¢ ¥ in the event chart to indicate the nature 
of the event: the death and injury of children. The draconic positions of 
these two bodies are close to the place of the ) at the Amityville sunrise 
on the day of the shooting. 


Many astrologers will use a chart set for local noon when the time of 
an event is unknown. Their reasoning is that this minimizes the differ- 
ence each of the planets is from its true event position. While they are 
correct in this assumption, the resulting noon chart is nothing more than 
an approximation and there is little basis for its validity as a stand-alone 
chart. I am using sunrise charts here because I believe astrology relates 
to beginnings. The moment of sunrise is the beginning of the day and a 
chart set for this moment will indicate all that can occur at a particular 
location during the following 24 hours. Even when I know the specific 
moment that an event occurred—and this includes the moment of a per- 
son’s birth—I will invariably relate this exact-time horoscope to that of 
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the day’s beginning to see how the specific moment relates to the overall 
meaning of that day. Here, therefore, my use of sunrise charts for these 
school shootings is not in any way an approximation. The positions of 
the sunrise MC, Vertex and ), points that will differ very much from 
those at the exact moment of the shootings, are meaningful. 

Let’s now examine each of the other school shootings, working 
backwards in time. For these I will not illustrate any of the charts or list 
the various positions—the charts consume much too much space and 
listing the various positions in tabular form is a tedious process, which 
makes for dull reading. Instead just the key aspects will be given in the 
form they have been summarized for the Amityville shooting, above.

As I believe is clear from these aspect listings, each of these twelve 
school shootings in which there was loss of life is directly related to the 
preceding solar and/or lunar eclipse as seen at the particular locality. In 
each instance there was an indication in one or both of these prior 
eclipses that a particular locality would experience a major tragedy. 
When each shooting occurred there were ample connections between 
transiting planets and the prior eclipse to specify this as the indicated day 
of the promised event at that location. Note also that the planetary indi- 
cators detailed here are appropriate for the nature of these events, they 
are either the eclipses themselves or malefics. However, these multiple 
where-&-when indications are only identified when planetary and angu- 
lar positions in the draconic or lunar zodiac are combined with those we 
normally use. 

The following rules apply: 

A tragedy is likely to occur where the lights or a malefic is ¢, ° or O 
an angle in the eclipse chart set for that locality. 

It will occur when the © (less often a malefic or the sunrise )) comes 
by transit to the place of one of the angles in that locality’s eclipse chart. 

These aspects and transits can occur in either the lunar (draconic) or 
the solar (standard) zodiac, and the angle involved may be the ASC, MC 
or the Vertex. 

These rules, with the important and obviously essential addition of the 
draconic positions of the planets and angles, are identical to those that 
have been known to astrologers from classical times. 
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NICHOLAS CULPEPER still remains our prime author- 
ity on plant astrology. However, it must be remembered 
that in his time, the early 17" century, three of the plan- 
ets now known to us, X, ¥ and P, were still undiscovered 
and therefore only two of the twelve signs, & and 2, 
were considered to be ruled by a single body. This 
clashes with current astrological theory. Secondly, as a herbalist Cul- 
peper was interested in the medicinal rather than 
the mundane astrological aspects of the plants 
he studied. 

Present day gardeners tend to run away from 
or ignore much that follows. 

Broadly speaking, plants with a fiery taste 
are assigned to T and its ruler o*. Watery plan- 
ets are assigned to the ), as are those with a 
cool taste. Plants with a meaty fruit, such as 
beans and wheat, are assigned to 9 and U, and 
so too are herbs such as thyme. When the herb- 
alist considered the main medicinal value of a 
plant is contained in its seed the assignment is 
to ¥ and to II. Here the doctrine of the four 
elements is in use. 

Plants whose fruit is available in the winter, such as beets, endives 
and swedes (rutabagas), are assigned either to 4 and ~ or to 4 and 2%. 
Those with a bitter taste go to » and those that are sweet to 4. Aspara- 
gus is assigned to 4 clearly because of its fruit was used and is round, 
perhaps because of its association with the aphrodisiac qualities Zeus 
personified in classical mythology, or simply on account of its phallic 
shape. 

Several plants attributed to Q seem simply to resemble the © in their 
flower, but equally chamomile is used to treat agues, i.e. shivering, so it 
is assigned to the © as a warming plant. 

Sometimes the classification is done in a peculiar backward way, 
when the Doctrine of Signatures is invoked. This is the notion that their 
Creator has signed plants with visible clues to their usefulness: yellow 
plants should then be effective against jaundice, plants with fruit shaped 
like genital organs effective in regulating or promoting fertility, a plant 
with fleshy lung-shaped leaves useful for curing respiratory ailments. In 
this way the shape of the plant, its root, flower or seed suggests it will be 
useful to treat a specific part of the body. 
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Illnesses were first attributed to a Sign and then to a planet, often the 
Sign’s ruler. As the plants were usually associated with planets, the plant 
used to treat an illness is assigned to the planet governing the illness 
treated. 

In his Herbal, Culpeper ignores several plants that would have been 
well known to him. Spinach is perhaps the most obvious example, 
though he assigned similar plants to the ). 

Peas are not mentioned, though lentils are assigned to 2. Peas were a 
less important crop than beans in Culpeper’s day. That brings in an im- 
portant aspect: plant breeding. Peas changed out of all recognition be- 
tween 1850 and 1920, though many of the varieties introduced during 
this period are with us today. Although pease pudding was a well-known 
Saxon dish, as a common food it may have had little interest to the herb- 
alist. 

The omission of kale is strange. It was common in Culpeper’s time. 
Cauliflower, cabbage and calabrese in their present form were unknown 
in England. Brussel Sprouts were grown around Brussels from 1200 but 
were not introduced to England until 1815. Savoy cabbage was intro- 
duced around 1700, and ordinary cabbage was grown as a colewort with- 
out a heart. 

The Romans knew parsnips. In fact the name is a corruption of the 
Latin pastinachae so we can be reasonably certain they would have as- 
signed a Sign to it. Given its stated medicinal use, that would have been 
© making it a plant of the ). Yet this does not fit in with the mercurial 
character of the seed, while its growing places and character are the same 
as the carrot. 

Potatoes and tomatoes had been introduced into England but clearly 
were not given a medicinal assignment at that time. By the usual rules, 
potatoes would belong to 2 and Tl, while tomatoes fall to the ) in TI. 
The Sign assigned to a plant is also an indication of the time to gather the 
herb for its greatest potency. 

This gives us a further area of difficulty in the assignments because of 
their classical and thus Mediterranean origin. Beans will indeed be at 
their best when the © is in early 8 in Italy but not crop until it is in & in 
Britain and even later in parts of North America, radishes were available 
to the Romans in April but not to the British at that time. 

In the various books on herbs there seems to be a general idea that 
they all can be treated the same and that they will grow in poor soil. 
What we classify as garden herbs are a botanical ragbag of different 
families and types of plant grown together for our convenience. This 
doesn’t always work. They all need full sun to develop the aromatic fla- 
vor we grow them for. They will not thrive in poor soil. High nitrogen 
fertilizers will make them long and leggy. Wood ash and bone meal are 
the best organic sources. Many prefer an alkaline soil, though myrtle is 
an exception. Some seem to be difficult to grow from seed, but if you get 
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the conditions right all will be well. 

The following listing of assignments are the best I can give for both 
common garden herbs and vegetables. Culpeper goes into great length 
about many common herbs in the wild that are not commonly found in 
gardens. These are of interest solely to the herbalist and are not included 
here, as we do not grow them by choice. My comments concerning herb 
cultivation relate to my experience growing them in southern England. 
Please make the necessary adjustments according to where you live. 


Herbs: astrological assignments and cultivation notes 


Angelica — ©, 2, Culpeper says it should be gathered when the © is in 
Q and the ) applies in good aspect to the O, in the © or 4 hour, when 
the © is angular. Must have moist soil especially for germination, but 
never sodden. A biennial, it needs to be sown each year. I have done 
better with autumn sowings than with spring. Anise is similar. Used as an 
astringent for the skin. 


Balm or Lemon Balm — \, ©. A true perennial herb that can be grown 
from seed or by division. If not cut back it can become a pest. It will 
tolerate very dry conditions. 


Basil — o', Tl. Grow as an annual and raise under glass or indoors. It 
comes readily from seed but is very frost tender. Several varieties with 
different coloured leaves are available. Greek Basil is a different spe- 
cies, forming a small bush. Needs moisture to 
germinate, but dry thereafter. Supposed to be a 
remedy for snakebite. 


Bay - ©, 8. Bay is resistant to the evils of ». 
Forms a medium-size tree if you let it. Good for 
tub culture; any good soil will do but feed it if in a 
tub. Can be propagated from cuttings with pa- 
tience. The less patient should use suckers from the 
roots of established trees. Used for flavoring stews, 
but has no current medicinal use. 


Borage — 4, 2. Will grow and seed itself readily. 
Once in the garden it is difficult to remove. The 
bees like it. Tolerant of a wide range of moisture 
level. Medicinally expectorant. Believed to give 
courage in battle. 


Caraway, Cumin, Coriander — %, II. These three biennials like warmth 
but seem less fussy as to soil than parsley, which is a close relative, All 
three grow readily from seed. The seeds are the main part used culinarily. 
Diuretic and carminative. 
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Catmint — 2, 8. A perennial cultivated from seed with some difficulty 
and easily from cuttings or by division. It will tolerate periods of severe 
drought. Loved by cats. Antipyretic. 


Chamomile - ©, Q. A sun lover. Comes readily 
from seed but is short lived, though can be peren- 
nial. The Egyptians are said to have dedicated 
Chamomile to the © because it cured agues and 
sooth fevers. Culpeper commented, “They were 
like enough to do this, for they were the arrantest 
apes in their religion I ever read of.” 


Chervil — 4, %. Use as parsley. Likes an alkaline 
soil and should be biennial. Will only germinate in 
a warm soil. Sow in the spring or September. 


Chives — o', T. Rough and robust, grows in any 
good soil. Propagate by division. Can be grown 
from seed in the spring but will take a year to give 
a worthwhile plant. Hypotensive. 


Coriander and Cumin — Culpeper mentions neither. Two biennials that 
like warmth but seem less fussy as to soil than parsley, a close relative. 


Comfrey — » ®. Easily grown from seed, but note ea 
where it grows naturally. A plant of deep rich, 
moist soil. It is shade tolerant, but will die if dry. 
Cleans and heals wounds, ulcers and burns. 


Dill —§, II. Another big, showy biennial with both 
the leaves and the seeds used for flavoring. Likes 
an alkaline soil and grows readily from seed if 
happy. Both the seed and the leaf can be used. 
Needs space! Must have moisture to germinate and 
will flower rapidly once the roots become dry. 
Good for digestion. 


Fennel - §, Tl. A biennial usually growing readily 
from seed, but if the feet are dry will run to seed in 
its first year. A dry June can cause this. Used with 
fish Carminative, i.e. it soothes the wind. Grow as 
for Dill. Some strains will not readily germinate; if one batch of seeds 
does not grow, try a different variety. Both Fennel and Dill will tolerate 
drought. 


Garlic — o', T. The ‘poor man’s treacle’, so-called because it is a remedy 
for all diseases and hurts, is included here because it is used as a herbal 
flavor though it is usually grown in the main vegetable plot. Sow seg- 
ments of bulb, not the whole bulb, in autumn but protect from hard frost. 
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It goes to sleep in dry conditions and may perish if not enough growth 
has occurred before high summer. Naturally grows in partial shade. An- 
tiseptic, a vermifuge useful on wasp stings (but not bees). 


Geranium — &, T. Will grow in most soils. Keep dry in winter. The 


many perfumed varieties can be used in cook- Sime 


ing. Propagates easily from cuttings. 


Hemp (Cannabis) - %, %®. Best cultivated sur- 
reptitiously. A biennial and an umbellifer, rather 
more tender than fennel or coriander. Needs 
moisture and warmth to start growth, then a dry 
summer to develop. Said to be good for intrac- 
table pain. 


Hops - &, T. A perennial over-wintering as a 
rootstock, so tolerant of hard winters. Happiest 
in a deep neutral soil. Can be grown from seed 
or cuttings and needs a good warm summer to 
give of its best. Used in pillows or as infusions 
to promote sleep, and of course in beer. 


Horehound - %, II. Grows readily from seed. 
Not much used unless you make your own cough medicine. It is used as 
a flavoring for sweets. Likes a moist soil, perennial, but not long lived. 


Horseradish — &, T. Grown for the root. Give it space and an alkaline 
soil. It can be grown from seed, but it just seemed to come with the 
ground wherever I’ve been. Small divisions can be made, but as it is 
lifted to get the root for use. In some situations seed must be used. 
Needs a deep soil to give good roots. Fresh horseradish root is England’s 
answer to the Habernero chili. 


House Leek — 4, %. The house leek assignment comes from it being 
planted on roofs to avert lightning strikes — by the way, it does! As Jove, 
\y, is the God of Lightning it was clear to the Roman mind that the planet 
is the houseleek’s special protection. Virtually always propagated by di- 
vision. A plant of hard sun and dry arid spaces. Almost everlasting. As- 
tringent on the skin. 


Hyssop — 4, ©. A purging herb forming a small perennial bush. I have 
grown it easily from seed but it is usually grown from cuttings. It has an 
honorable mention in the Book of Psalms. 


Lavender — 9, II. A small perennial bush grown readily from cuttings. 
Will grow from seed. Tolerates a dry soil. Used for scenting drawers 
but can also be used in food. Choose a variety you like. Full sun and a 
chalky soil suit it best. May die if it gets its feet wet in winter. 
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Marjoram (Oregano) — ¥%, T. Grows wild in England. Needs a bit of 
moisture to germinate but it is drought tolerant and will prefer an alkaline 
soil. Can grow in a small space. Oregano is a different species. They 
seem to do well in the wild on nearly pure chalk, but are difficult to start 
from seed like that. Start on a peat-based compost and then transplant. 


Mint — 9, & (all varieties). Must have wet feet. Never allow the soil to 
dry out or you will lose it. Prefers an alkaline soil imei 

and dies back in winter. If happy it will take over 
large areas of the flowerbed, so pot culture is ideal 
but use at least a 7” pot. There are many varieties 
(at least forty different species), some with special 
flavors such as ginger mint and pineapple mint. All 
need the same general treatment and can tolerate 
some shade. Can be used as a substitute for basil, 
as well as its use with peas, lamb and potatoes. 
Carminative and antiseptic. 


Parsley — %, Il. Carminative, said to be good for 
dysmenorrhoea. Its cultivation seems to cause more 
pain than any other herb. Basically, give it alkaline 
soil, keep it moist and at 20° Centigrade, and it will germinate. As it is a 
biennial, it must be sown each year. To grow it does not require that you 
pour boiling water over the seed, sow on Good Friday, find a seventh 
son, or employ any of the various tricks I have been given as advice. 
There are two types, the curly or English and the flat-leafed or French. 
No French chef will use the English, though to my mind the flavor is not 
that different. Parsley needs space to grow well. If you are diligent and 
cut the flowers off it will keep on growing for another year. It does not 
tolerate drought as well as many herbs. Try a September sowing if you 
cannot raise it from a spring start. 


Rose — ), &. A good deep, moist clay 
soil suits it best, with much food. It is 
included here for completeness. For- 
merly valuable against scurvy (the hips), 
good for coughs and still used for eye 
lotions. 


Rosemary -- ©, 82. A shrub easily raised 
from cuttings, with several pretty varie- 
ties including a silver leafed form. In 
time it will form a shrubby bush up to 
three-foot high with blue flowers. It 
needs a deep root run. Though it may 
tolerate pot culture it is not totally happy there. Equally it likes an alka- 
line soil but does not demand it. It can tolerate dry conditions for a while 
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but must have some moisture. Planting on the south side of a wall can 
provide a good site, giving a cool root run and reflected heat from the 
wall. Otherwise a large, heavy, white stone on the bed will do the same. 
Medicinally good for headaches, and used for cooking with lamb. 


Rue — ©, Q. A bitter tasting perennial that is best propagated from cut- 
tings but will seed itself readily. Said to promote menstruation. It is tol- 
erant of a wide range of soils. 


Sage — 4, #. A small shrub easily raised from sced, it is distinctly 
drought-tolerant and comes in several different colors and varieties. 
Doesn’t scem at all fussy as to its soil and will tolerate pot culture well. 
It can be grown from cuttings. Though perennial it is not very long lived 
and needs to be replaced every few years if for no other reason than that 
it becomes shaggy, woody and untidy. 


Tansy — 2, 8. A good, tough perennial, that is drought-tolerant. It comes 
easily from seed and is happy when in relatively acid sands. A vermifuge 
medicinally but also carminative. Much grown by French monks. 


Tarragon ~ 3", T . There are two varieties, French and Russian. Only 
the inferior Russian variety sets seeds. It can be propagated from sum- 
mer cuttings and dies down in winter. It may need winter protection. 
Also water in the crown is fatal in winter. Give it a chance to come up in 
the spring. It will tolerate any good soil but nceds a little moisture and 
will not tolerate total drought the way some 1 Thyouum devine. 

herbs seem to. Flavors vinegar and salads well. Hard Time, 

Good for flatulence. 


Thyme — 9, ©. Again, there are several varie- 
ties. It is perennial that is happy in small pots 
on a windowsill or in the garden. In the herb 
bed it does not overrun its bounds and is 
drought-tolerant. It can be grown from seed, 
cuttings or offsets. An alkaline soil for choice 
but it is happy in others. Soothes the throat, pre- 
serves food and is antiseptic. 


On the whole, if you pick the herbs in south- 
ern Italy when the © is in the assigned sign they 
will be at their best. This will not be true in 
New England or Northern Europe.

tremely difficult, even when the approximate birth time is known 

and a large number of major events are supplied. It requires 

much experience, patience and time. However, the true birth 
time can now be found quite easily and be corroborated with approved 
methods. My program Polaris can perform automatic rectification even 
when the birth time is unknown, providing the dates of a minimum num- 
ber of known life events are available. The number of major events re- 
quired depends on the period of time within the day the search must 
span. Usually 14-16 major events are enough to determine the right time 
if the search spans 2 to 4 hours. More events are required for a search 
spanning 24 hours. 

The most important factor in rectification and in the analysis of direc- 
tions is the mathematical probability of coincidence. In other words, we 
must be able to demonstrate that the results we obtain could not have 
occurred just by chance. In his article’ “How Exact Must We Be”, Alex- 
ander Marr demonstrated by means of simple probability calculation that 
for almost every event, an aspect with an admissible orb of 5’ will occur 
by chance alone. Thus a mere accumulation of aspects is meaningless.

| NNTIL NOW rectification of a birth chart has always been ex- 


1. Matching correct symbolism is vital, and 

2. In analyzing known events, and for accurate prediction, precise de- 
termination of the angles to within 1” is absolutely indispensable. 
Every chart needs to be rectified to within + 4 seconds. 


A reliable rectification is possible only when the following five prin- 
ciples are applied: 


1. Rectification can be made only from main events. No reliable rectifi- 
cation is possible using only delineation or appearance. 

2. The use of striking (never simply coincidental) symbolism. 

3. Orbs must be small. 

4. The rectification must utilize a sufficient number of appropriate as- 
pects, especially angular aspects. 

5. The results must be corroborated by other proven systems. 


' The article was published both in Considerations (Vol. II, No. 1, 1985) and in 
his book Prediction II] (Buenos Aires: Ediciones Sirio. 1986) 
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My approach to rectification uses Primary Directions in the Topocen- 
tric System. Experience has shown that only this method pinpoints an 
event to a very narrow orb. The originator of this system was Carl Kuehr 
in his book Berechnung der Ereigniszeiten (Computation of Time Peri- 
ods for Events) published in 1936. A huge leap forward was made in 
1962 when Nelson Page and Vendel Pouch discovered the Topocentric 
house system, experience of which shows that angular and House Cusp 
directions reflect events in an adequate proportion (sufficient in number), 
with appropriate symbolism within a very tight orb. This drastically re- 
duces the number of viable rectified times and in fact, made the building 
of Polaris possible. 

How does the program work? Polaris has a comprehensive built-in 
table that assigns a score when a particular type of event is related to a 
specific aspect. For example, for a positive event such as success in an 
election 25 points are allotted to the aspect MC o \, and no points to the 
aspect MC ¢ », and so on. 

Example, Jacqueline Kennedy-Onassis: To rectify her birth time 21 
major events were used. The search time spanned 24 hours, from local 
midnight (20:00 UT, 27 July 1929) to local midnight (20:00 UT, 28 
July). 

The program systematically scanned all possible Primary Directions 
(angles and house cusps), at eight-second increments, and related these to 
the dated events that had been input. The maximum orbs used are 10.5' 
for conjunctions & oppositions and 5.6’ for all the other aspects. Over 
the 24-hour period, Polaris made the necessary calculations at 10,800 
moments to identify which directions could be associated with each of 
the events. 

The following Rectification Results listing was then displayed:

T = Sum of scores, A = Number of angle-to-planet aspects assigned the mini- 
mum score of 8 points, B = Number of angle-to-planet aspects and vice versa 
assigned the minimum score of 8 points. 


To demonstrate exactly how Polaris calculated the figures of Table 1, 
a detailed example for the time 18:30:04 is provided in Table 2. For each 
event, all of the primary directions, house-cusps and angles within the 
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admissible orbs are listed, together with an indication whether the direc- 
tion is direct (d) or converse (c), the actual orb, and the T, A & B values 
Polaris gives for the aspect. The birth time given by most sources is 2:30 
p.m. EDT = 18h 30m UT. The correct birth time is 18:30:03 UT, the 
value given on the second line in Table 1. 

The correct time does not always appear as the first ranking. Here it is 
the second. However, extensive testing has shown that when a sufficient 
number of major events are provided the true birth time will always ap- 
pear as one of the first few birth times Polaris presents. 

Each time must be checked using the following techniques:

Primary Directions, including planet-to-planet aspects 

2. Secondary Directions using solar-arc MC in Right Ascension for 
house-directions 

3. Secondary directions derived from Sidereal Solar Returns (Cyril Fa- 
gan’s system) 

4. Lunar Cycles: lunar returns, kinetic lunars and ASC-lunars, both di- 
rect and converse, precession-corrected 

5. Transits to angles, both direct and converse. 


I do not accept the dream of “zero-orb astrology”. This dream, which 
is shared by several researchers, is simply an illusion. Events occur un- 
der an accumulation of proper primaries and/or secondaries, or under the 
correct Lunar Cycles, transits, etc., but orbs of a few arc-minutes are al- 
ways involved. 

Checking the proposed rectification times for Jacqueline Kennedy- 
Onassis with Lunar Cycles alone, it soon becomes clear that 18:30:04 is 
the correct time. 

We start with two kinds of Lunar Cycles: the Lunar Return and the Ki- 
netic Lunar.” These cycles rarely fail if the following rules are applying: 


1. All the various Lunar Cycles should be precession-corrected; 
Both the post-natal and the pre-natal (converse) cycles must be 
computed; 

3. Ian event occurs more than 14 days after the proceeding lunar, 
the demi-Lunar cycle must also be computed; 

4. The cycles should be computed for the place of residence at the 
operational time; 

5. Only the appropriate planets and nodes close to the angles are 
considered. 


? Most available software programs calculate the lunar cycles, but only a few 


such as Solar Fire also provide the converse mode. With Nova and CCRS92 
it possible to compute all the above cycles. Polaris also calculates all the cy- 
cles at the touch of a button.

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This system of directions from the sidereal solar return is one of the 
most powerful tools available for confirming the rectified time.* 
Analysis of a sufficient number of events invariably identifies just 
one specific time with enough aspects, each with satisfactory symbolism, 
generated by all of the above corroborative systems. This confirms the 
rectification. No other time will show such a perfect overlapping.

For each of these of the rectifications listed in Table 5, the following 
data is given: 


1. The total number of main events available for the person. 


2. The number of main events used for the automatic rectification. 
Here it must be emphasized that the strict rule is always to use 
“first class” events, such as births & deaths in the family, mar- 
rages & separations, major career changes, major accidents or 
illnesses, etc. As the table demonstrates the results for search 
times spanning 24 hours, it was necessary to include as many 
first class events as possible. Several tests were made with dif- 
ferent sets of events for Hemingway & Taylor.®

(a) With a search time spanning 2 hours (an hour before the 
given time and an hour after it), there are 900 moments to 
choose from. 

(b) With search time spanning 6 hours (three hours before the 
given time and three hours after it), the number of moments 
to choose from is 2,700. 

(c) With search time spanning 24 hours (from midnight to mid- 
night, local time), there are 10,800 moments to choose from. 


It should be remembered that computer is only a computer and here 
we are dealing with human beings. The same kind of event could mean 
different things to different persons. While the death of a father or 
mother is usually the cause of a great sorrow, to some it may be a relief 
or simply viewed as a way to gain an inheritance. Even so, in most cases, 
similar types of aspects can be related to the same kind of event. 

When a full application is made with the methods demonstrated here, 
the likelihood of picking the correct time is very high. The borderline 
between chance and authenticity is not a slender one. The true time of 
birth is a unique moment and no other time is likely to match it either 
with regard to the quality (symbolism) or the quantity of the directed as- 
pects. There will then be a perfect overlapping of each of the above 
methods that will not be found for any other time. Geoffrey Dean’ has 
stated that the validation of astrology via events is “highly questionable” 
and that in the rectification process “most of the events will fit by 
chance”. It is now obvious that something is wrong in his formula, oth- 
erwise Polaris would not work.

/ HE }’s placement in the horoscope represents issues having to 

do with circumspection. The sense of circumspection as 

“looking around” suggests the need to inquire into a greater 

totality so as to ensure fundamental “sound”-ness of activity 

involving the moon. The moon is also associated with phasis; and its 

phases exemplify the temporal qualities of fluctuation, inconstancy and 

flux. Phasis, considered through this association with “phases” and the 

), brings to mind the essential nature of appearance and phenomena as 

questionings. That which appears “speaks” to us through our human un- 

derstanding of the eternal when confronted with a merely temporal ap- 

pearance. The access man has through memory to similar phenomena

The } knows full well the Achilles’ heel of the native. The depend- 
ence upon family, the attachments to one’s familiars, the desire for com- 
fort, rest, nurture, and sleep: all these fall within the realm of the ). The 
identification of the native with those members of family represents the 
soft spot within the chart. Critical realism is replaced with blind loyalty 
to one’s “little ones 

The ) exemplifies the protection of and support for family that typi- 
fies the water element in astrology. Overlooking faults and awaiting pa- 
tiently the outgrowing of immaturity, the ) reminds us of the grace of 
childhood. The patience extended to us as children must be repaid to our 
children (including all whom we wish to retain close to our feelings). 

Clues to the ) are seen in her very appearances each month. The poets 
speak of the inconstancy and fluctuation of the ). Her appearance re- 
minds us of all irregularities and inconsistencies, and yet suggests com- 
fort as time makes room for organic growth and patiently nurtures the 
future through her. 

The ) tells us about the native’s experience of the source of nurturing 
in life. The acceptance of the native within the bosom of the family is 
contingent. As long as the native is providing the mother with a sense of 
outgrowing present family limitations, the mother is content. Emotional 
security ()) then seems to the native to be associated with fulfilling the 
expectations of mother (the ) sign equals the expectations of mother for 
the native). Corollary to this understanding, it seems apparent that the 
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native’s ) sign alone can tell us about the relation between the native’s 
mother and father and his or her involvement in that relationship. Let’s 
assume that the mother equates a certain behavior on the part of her in- 
fant with acceptability/approval. Whenever the infant (native) is exhib- 
iting that behavior, the mother’s feelings reinforce for the infant that be- 
havior complex. She is observing, accepting, approving the state of rela- 
tionship between herself and her infant, and the infant knows this. This 
knowing on the part of the native (as infant) 

underlies the subconscious aspect of the ). 

But let us think more here. The infant is the 
expression of the peculiar, specific interaction 
between mother and father. The mother feels > 
secured by a certain form of the infant’s be- 
havior, thus reinforcing that behavior and a” 
laying the groundwork (the subconscious) for 
the native’s feeling for the whole of life. The 
form of interaction established between the 
mother and baby not only provides the basis of the infant native’s emo- 
tional security needs; but it also reveals information about the insecuri- 
ties of the mother, and by extension to possible insecurities existing 
within the dyadic couple: mother-father. An example: The native’s 
mother is not accepted by her partner (the father) in her inadequacies in 
the realm of 4. The weakness in the parental dyad centers around a con- 
stant criticism of mother by father (or vice versa) over issues of honor, 
respect trustworthiness, integrity and authority. The dyad founders on the 
issue of establishment of boundaries, the exclusion by class from certain 
inferior associations, and conformity to principles demanded or imposed 
without question as necessary to preservation of honor and social caste. 
An unspoken divide exists between the dyadic parents over the inade- 
quacy, immaturity and unformed attributes of : perhaps a constant 
carping over 4 issues. 

The emotional drain experienced through the proximity of relation- 
ship combined with the unresolved immaturity () in ) can be seen as 
addressed in the person of the native infant. Both (a) growth through 
time and (b) provision for emotional wholeness are seen in the coming 
into being of the native with a predisposition to bonding predicated upon 
sensitivity to authority and proper behavior vis-a-vis caste or class 
boundaries and relationship between inferiors and superiors (4 issues). 

The growth through time (a) is provided by the lifetime made avail- 
able in which the native secures his existence in the world by circum- 
spect sensitivity ()) to issues of personal dignity among individuals and 
the requirements of class separation ((4). 

The provision for emotional wholeness (b) is provided by the contin- 
gent emotional resources that are made available through the par- 
ent/infant dyad. The mother’s perception of the infant native as the ex- 
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pression of maturing genetics provides patience ()) with which the fun- 
damental realignment ()) of the family ancestry to a more respectable 
and responsible social position will be made possible. There will be a 
projection onto the infant native of the parental disappointment with in- 
adequacies or immaturity of pride within the family. The infant and 
growing native will constantly be observed for evidence of failure to 
achieve the highest standards of responsibility and moral acumen. Emo- 
tional support will be contingent upon standards of respectability and 
honor. The native will carry within him/herself the seeds of fundamental 
standards that will require respectable contribution to the social order as 
the prerequisite condition for self-acceptance ()). 


The Water Triplicity: 


The ) is said to rule &. Why? What does that 
mean? Let’s play with the word “rule”. In one 
common usage, a ruler is a measure (a yardstick, for 
example). Does it shed light to say that the ) is the 
measure of €&? And is not a measure a ratio, a rela- 
tionship between like things? If we consider the 
sign (e.g. &) as an eternal form, and the planet as a 
temporal phenomena (an appearance in time), then the relationship be- 
tween them described by rule must involve a likeness. The Greek term 
for the relationship between sign and planet (same and other) is gikeiosis. 
Bob Schmidt has translated this term as partaking of the modern concept 
of familiarization (and appropriation). So a planct familiarizes itself with 
a sign, thus appropriating a likeness of the eternality of that sign. The 
planet is a measure (a ratio: a keeping of the proportions, order and form 
of that measured), thus establishing a rule in the sense of a trust (Greek: 
Pistis). In this sense, it could be taken that the planet through familiari- 
zation represents to some extent (through trust) the original form (ede) of 
which it is the measure. 

The eternal form of & preserves the space of potential: the preserva- 
tion of conditions of privacy for the nurture of the as yet undeveloped 
and unproven. We reflect upon the need for protection of the weak, the 
immature, the tired and the old within this domain. This domain is asso- 
ciated with safety that establishes conditions of nurture and replenish- 
ment. © establishes a fundamental boundary. This boundary (the home) 
provides privacy, excludes foreign threats, and allows all life forms to 
prepare for conditions which the future demands of them. & keeps the 
condition of ground, allowing regencration and perpetuation through 
fundamental readjustments of loyalties occurring in an environment of 
commitment to common principles. Perhaps this is only a convoluted 
way of describing what family is. 
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The ) as representative of weakness illustrates the need for emotional 
alignment with others and a circumspect inquiry into uncertainty sur- 
rounding the use of power. In the sign of &, the “humility which invokes 
patience in reflecting what the native has absorbed from his surround- 
ings” ()) naturally makes way for the privacy needs of his familiars. The 
) as essential sharing and reciprocity, when in ©, intuitively and sensi- 
tively respects the fluctuations of feelings within the home. The native’s 
apprehension of his own soft underbelly, his own inadequacies and de- 
pendencies are of a fundamental emotional insecurity relative to his car- 
ing for those closest to him/her. The fundamental realignment ()) re- 
quired of his family ancestry is toward concern for the emotional support 
that tribal/family loyalty provides. The ) is sensitivity to the environ- 
ment: ‘hearing’ the impact of surroundings upon oneself. Here, this 
openness to hearing ()) is for evidence of fundamental concerns, intru- 
sions on privacy, threats to the emotional solidarity, violations of protec- 
tion, abuses of the weak, etc. 


The ) in MN is said to be in its fall. The ) is ex- 
alted (raised on high by others) in 0. Here, in Ml, 
the native is brought low and demeaned by the 
world. What is the purpose of such a state? The 
sign of Tl. represents necessary death and rebirth in order to overcome 
utter soul stagnation: to experience life eternal in this life. The ) repre- 
sents the insecurity of the individual, who bolsters himself through ac- 
cumulation of “familiars”. The ) in Tl, thus represents a knee-jerk reac- 
tion ()) of familiarity and comfort in association with others who will 
serve a function of requiring the individual to confront the karma of past 
injustices, past atrocities, past cruelties which still pervade present mem- 
ory. This pervasive presence of the past [see Rupert Sheldrake’s book 
with this title] fills the native’s memory with past life images of neces- 
sary roles as chief persecutor of the weak, e.g. the chief inquisitor during 
the Inquisition, the KGB under Stalin, an Adolf Eichmann, a Senator Joe 
McCarthy, a Robespierre, a Rasputin, etc. In short, all self-appointed ex- 
ecutors of the will of God. 

These experiences of brutality and cruelty still pervade human con- 
sciousness. Periodically, humanity goes on a binge of depersonalization 
and persecution. In America, we have the memory of slavery, of exter- 
mination of native Americans, of the inhumanities of Andersonville 
during the civil war, of the Japanese internment camps of World War II. 
The ) in Tl represents the presence of the past of these excesses of barba- 
rism. The intense feelings of vindictiveness, blind ethnic rage, utter al- 
ienation from ‘inferiors’ who contaminate, revenge for past injustices, 
fury at oppressors and manipulators: the memory of ) in Tl is steeped in 
familiarity with the still present roots of these themes in the smiling faces 
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and civilized demeanors of all they meet. The past is truly not dead; and 
nothing has been forgiven for these types. 

How then does the ) in Ml type deal with this overlay of recognition 
and remembrance, this haunting of the present with the spirits of the un- 
revenged deeds of the past? . This is not the © in Tl. The native does not 
possess power (©) to capitalize upon the hidden guilt he senses in others, 
knowing that evidence of weakness is sufficient cause for punishment 
and immediately extracting revenge: a master of retribution and stead- 
fastness, quick to intimidate and control. This is the ) in Tl. Here is 
weakness and uncertainty evident in dealing with omnipresent feeling of 
intense resentment and alienation. The longing of the soul of the ) in M 
type is for a family that will permit and/or endure the explosions of rage 
and/or implosions of silent withdrawal and alienation with which these 
types have been inoculated. 

Professor Owen Barfield in his book Poetic Diction aptly describes a 
fundamental insight that these types must retain in awareness: 


...the part played by imagination in constructing not only the fictions 
of poets, but also the ordinary physical world which we speak of 
‘perceiving’, though in fact we half perceive (that is, receive through 
sense impressions) and half create it. The act of imagination, per- 
formed by every man at this level, he called ‘primary’, to distinguish 
it from the same act performed at a more sophisticated level in the 
production of poetry. 


The part that the soul plays in creating perception must be actively 
acknowledged by these souls. Truly their participation in their world is 
an act of an eternal mythos of redemption or damnation. The well known 
compulsions of Tl intrude into this native’s unconscious attitudes toward 
life, and all too often the combination of distrust/suspicion with an in- 
tense desire to trust color his emotional perceptions of others. The re- 
flection ()) of this attitude into his world constitutes the well-known self- 
fulfilling prophecy, as the world accommodates him with innate distrust 
and suspicion in return. The need ()) is for an emotional base capable of 
resisting the vortex of projection and acting out to which this complex 
individual is prone. 

A paradox seems to inevitably follow the ) in Tl. He is drawn to (2) 
emotional connections with types who have withdrawn from consensual 
and ordinary realities. He feels a pull toward all that have rejected con- 
temporary morality. The possession of a Faustian sensibility, of exces- 
sive Luciferian pride, of a Nietschean superman’s dismissal of parochial 
limitations, of a Godfather’s appropriation of moral force--these consti- 
tute an all too familiar memory for this type. Intimately aware of the de- 
cay of personal power in any forgoing of mastery over his familiars, he 
must (Tl) eliminate any personal freedom his familiars may possess. The 
necessity of absolute unification under one will (TM) with complete sub-

mission and bondage to this will of the more powerful brings the ) in ML 
into an intense confrontation with his familiars. The ruthless extremes of 
Tl toward corruption and decay, lies and unworthiness are here turned 
inward toward one’s own sense of belonging and roots (J). 

Those with the ) in Ml absorb from their environment the very evi- 
dence of betrayal. Not being able to powerfully (©) confront corruption 
in the outer world, these natives must confront corruption within their 
own ancestry. This they do by attracting and bonding with people in this 
life who represent unfinished business in past lives in which utter cold- 
hearted necessity requires them (or their partners with them) to excise 
personal cancers of misuse of tribal/family resources. The J Ching hexa- 
gram: K ’uei (opposition) illustrates the ) in Tl: 


When people live in opposition and estrangement they cannot carry 
out a great undertaking in common; their points of view diverge too 
widely. In such circumstances one should above all not proceed too 
brusquely, for that would only increase the existing opposition; in- 

stead one should limit oneself to producing gradual effects in small 
matters. 


Another necessary injunction for the ) in Tl is illustrated in this quo- 
tation from Baltasar Gracian in The Art of Worldly Wisdom: 


Neither be all, nor give all to anyone: neither blood, nor friendship, 
nor the most pressing obligation, justifies it, for there is a big differ- 
ence between the bestowal of your affection and the bestowal of 
yourself: the closest of ties must still admit of exceptions, and not on 
this account give offence to the laws of intimacy, for something 
should always be kept hidden even from a friend, and something con- 
cealed even from a father by his son: certain secrets are kept from the 
one and imparted to the other, and vice versa, wherefore it may be 
said that everything is revealed, or that everything is concealed, de- 
pending upon whom one is with. 


What does the sign of H really signify? Mysterious 
and otherworldly, 1 seems to defy easy capture in 
mere words. Complexity leads us into an abyss and 
confronts us with the unknowable. 1 appears un- 
fathomable, deep to our rational mind. Here is food 
for thought: the word ‘‘fathom’’ references a 
measure that delves deep. But } teaches us that there is no common 
measure that can unite the world. A measure is man’s attempt to relate 
unlike elements through appeal to a common unit, thus providing a ra- 
tional (ratio/measure) basis for the necessity of sacrifice to the greater 
good. In contrast to this appeal to a rational, knowable system of rela- 
tionships founded upon measure, } stands as a mute testament to the 
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power of love. The truth which } Pisces teaches is that only love (an ir- 
rational principle) suffices to motivate the heart and soul to that nobility 
which raises mankind to the divine. A popular song comes to mind that 
speaks to the quest of H: 


Inchworm, Inchworm, 
Measuring the Marigolds, 
Tt seems to me 
You’d stop and see 
How beautiful they are. 


We begin to see } then as the quest to arise out of the mud (hule) of 
our roots and to apprehend the eternal divine being which sustains the 
entire universe.  secks an ecstasy of acceptance of its ultimately un- 
knowable nature and the final necessity of a surrender in faith to Good- 
ness. 

} represents the hope of regencration, redemption and salvation 
through acknowledgment of ultimate blindness in any knowing which 
assigns a determinate and limited role to beings--assigns them to the role 
of use objects or mere presences, thus depriving them of being. Perhaps 
the universal truth of 1 can be grasped in acknowledging an individual 
purpose to beings which is in no way a conforming but is a releasing and 
fulfilling of individuality: the ease and simplicity of unconcealment 
(Greek: Aletheia) which provides for the unshieldedness of being 
through an openness for the plenitude of Being. 

In the modern world, the thought of Karl Popper and Charles Pierce 
reflect into Science’s concerns a Piscean sensibility: 

Popper: “Observation and experiment cannot establish anything con- 
clusively. They play an important part only in a critical discussion of sci- 
entific theories.” Popper states: “Final empirical proofs do not exist.”’ 
His explication and exegesis of the open universe remains a testament to 
x. 

Likewise is Charles Pierce’s exposure of the philosophical ground: 
“All human endeavor is fallible”.

Decrease combined with sincerity brings about supreme good for- 
tune... the superior man controls his anger and restrains his instincts.. 
by this decrease of the lower powers of the psyche, the higher aspects 
of the soul are enriched. 


A traditional meaning of } is surrender. The ) in 1 suggests that the 
native free him or herself from emotional entanglements. Family ties re- 
quire great tolerance of ambiguity. Patience, restraint of action, faith in 
accepting non-judgmentalism, and avoidance of any conflict are re- 
quired. There is sensitivity (D) to limitations of knowledge. There is a 
requirement of submission and internal reflection. Empathy is the soul’s 
reigning emotional need. is a school of penetration into the common 
basis of all existence. It is beyond knowledge (which treats individual 
existence as formed toward a unique purpose. .the fulfillment of human 
purpose). Keywords of } are humility, serenity, peace and forgiveness. 
This native feels the urge to relate only with those who assist in escaping 
from ubiquitous feelings of alienation. 


Let’s Consider 


Paul F. Newman writes: 
In Considerations XIII:1 Doug 
Smith’s article ‘Star Drops’ spoke of 
the experiences of a group of people 
who had tested his homeopathic star 
potency produced from the light of the 
star Polaris. I am excited to find 
similarities in these people’s visions 
and experiences to themes I had also 
discovered through an study of Po- 
laris based on myth, antiscion Sabian 
symbols and the fact that Polaris 
shares a zodiac degree with that other 
stellar giant Betelgeuse. (See my arti- 
cle ‘Oracles of Light’ in The Astrol- 
ogy Quarterly Vol.67 No.1, London). 
‘Giants’ were actually mentioned 
in one woman’s vision, as was the 
need to explore in a northerly direc- 
tion by nearly all the group (while 
making jokes about going to the North 
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Pole). The awareness of a need to 
retrieve “the primal connection be- 
tween humans and animals” was also 
felt, with some of the participants 
speaking in animal sounds. 

These themes, plus the coldness, 
the yearning to communicate with the 
deer, and the cylindrical object (which 
was identified by the author to be his 
telescope but also bears a strange re- 
semblance to the mythical shaft run- 
ning from Pole to Pole) are all found 
in my own study of Polaris, an edited 
version of which follows: 


POLARIS: The Pole Star. 1920 
position: 27° 27’ II. Antiscion: 2°+ & 

Meditation Symbol: An arctic ex- 
plorer leads a reindeer through icy 
canyons (3 degree of &). 

2000 position: 28° 36’ II 


In part of his commentary on this 
Sabian symbol (3 degree of &) in the 
book An Astrological Mandala, Dane 
Rudhyar makes a comment that is 
truly remarkable: “A period of trials is 
implied. The focalized mind may seek 
to escape its limits by venturing forth 
towards an ideal goal—the North Star, 
perhaps” 

Tt is astonishing that Rudhyar 
should mention the North Star by 
name in his discussion of a zodiac 
degree that would otherwise have no 
apparent connection at all with Po- 
laris, the actual North Star. He is of 
course speaking metaphorically of the 
North Star or Pole Star as a guiding 
light, but nevertheless this is the de- 
gree symbol that received antiscia 
from Polaris when the Sabian symbols 
were being formulated (in 1925). 

The Meditation Symbol of an arc- 
tic explorer leading his reindeer is a 
very ‘North Pole’ image. This same 
degree is the antiscion of the position 
of Betelgeuse, the alpha star in Orion 
the Hunter, so Orion could be the ex- 
plorer in the picture. Alternatively he 
could be the animal, for Orion was 
said to have been created by the gods 
from the hide of an ox. (Marc Jones’ 
version of the symbol says the man 
was “all bundled up in fur”). One way 
or another there are two souls in the 
picture and this may reflect the two 
stellar supergiants that share this II 
degree. Polaris and Betelgeuse are 
both stars of huge dimensions, each of 
them several thousand times larger 
than our own ©, and so there appears 
to be two streams that converge here. 
One is the guiding principle of Po- 
laris, the star that marks the celestial 
Pole, and the other the survival trials 
of Betelgeuse the brightest star in 
Orion. 

Very strangely there is a virtually 
blank area of the sky near the celestial 
Pole that holds the ghostly imprint of 
a man leading a reindeer. The now 
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obsolete constellations of Custos Mes- 
sium, the Harvest-Keeper and Ran- 
gifer or Tarandus, the Reindeer (both 
added to the sky in the 18th century) , 
are shown overlapping on Bode’s 
Uranographia map as if they were 
meant to be together; as if the man is 
actually leading the reindeer. 

In the Sabian symbol both ex- 
plorer and reindeer are visualized 
within ‘icy canyons’ which may be 
obscuring their view to the Pole, and 
is suggestive of the periods of trial 
and testing that Rudhyar mentions. 
The trudge to the ‘spiritual north of 
the soul’ [Rudhyar] is lonely, cold and 
gloomy and a trial of endurance, and 
conjures up images of Orion’s long 
search to find himself—a theme in- 
vestigated more fully in Rigel (beta 
Orionis). Nevertheless Betelgeuse by 
long tradition was a beneficial star, in 
an old fashioned martial way, while 
the astrological influence of Polaris 
was less certain. Charubel’s degree 
image for 3° Cancer describes a deep 
shaft in the earth with a balloon hoy- 
ering above it. The deep shaft is remi- 
niscent of the World Axis running 
from Pole to Pole, while the balloon 
could be its marker that beckons the 
explorer onward. Finding true north is 
never easy. In magical invocations the 
direction of North stood for the ele- 
ment of Earth, the Disk or Pentacle 
suit of the Tarot pack, a realistic, 
wintry, -like energy. A hard path is 
implied but with wisdom and a deeper 
understanding as the prize. 

Polaris and Betelgeuse are two gi- 
ants that beckon from afar and whose 
influences meet on Earth in the same 
II degree. The man bundled in fur is 
Orion in his mythological ox-hide (the 
Betelgeuse influence), while his jour- 
ney to the spiritual north is the quest 
for the current Polaris. Astrologically 
Polaris and Betelgeuse oppose the 
position of the Galactic Center, the 
pivot of the Milky Way Galaxy, cur- 
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rently at 26+ x, near where it is said a 
Black Hole resides. Transposed to the 
Earth, this Black Hole symbolizes the 
imaginary shaft that yawns open at the 
Pole, or perhaps it is the unknown 
dimension into which the explorer and 
reindeer are venturing. The Ist cen- 
tury Roman poet Lucan, speaking of 
the northern Druids’ belief in reincar- 
nation, asserted that “the people on 
whom the Pole Star shines are happy 
in their error, for they are not harassed 
by the preatest of terrors—the fear of 
death.”” The book Starlight Elixirs 
suggests that the energy of Betelgeuse 
brings a strengthening insight into the 
source of fears; so that we could as- 
sume that the combination of Polaris 
and Betelgeuse together must mark 
the exploration to conquer Fear itself.

I have used diurnals for many, many 
years—-exactly the way you do them 
(see Vol. XII: 4, pp. 69-82), with the 
converse, and have found them to be 
most effective. Like you, I have tried 
using the relocated—in particular for 
my children since they were both born 
in Hawaii. Actually we lived all over 
the country from East to West coasts 
and in between during their growing 
years. Although the relocated diurnal 
did show similar indications—the birth 
angles seemed to be carried forward 
wherever we lived—and yielded more 
exact results. I have tried many for- 
mulations—but still find the greatest 
results using the birth time as opposed 
to any other method. I even tried 
these linearly using both Sidereal and 
Tropical graphs and together. There 
is something to be said for the results 
...in fact very exact results to the day. 
However, the graphs have to be done 
by hand-it is very tedious—and I 
moved away from it when my time 
became limited due to other priority 
involvement. 

One of the issues I have noticed 
which I consider to be very important 
in using the combination of forward 
and converse diurnals together, is that 
the effects are emphasized when a 
position in one diurnal lines up ex- 
actly with the position in the other— 
more so than if positions line up in 
only one chart. I can cite many, many 
examples of this. This came to the 
foreground many years ago after ex- 
periencing car accidents within days 
of each other two years in a row. 
Natal positions were also angular in 
the diurnal charts (of course the natal 
setup would be effective every year 
for those same days). Converse tran- 
siting P was conjunct the forward MC 
—both years—and though slightly past 
in the third year, I still wasn't in the 
mood to take chances so took a vaca- 
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tion and stayed home!

Re: the ‘review’ of my recent Arkana 
publication, Dynasty: The Astrology 
of Family Dynamics which has ap- 
peared in Vol. XIII, No. 1 of Consid- 
erations. 

I have been sent a photocopy of 
the ‘review’. In fact, three people 
have been so outraged by it I have 
received three copies. 

And, due to the extraordinary 
misleading content and destructive- 
ness of the ‘review’ I am responding. 
Believe me, I believe in free press, 
and have not loved all my reviews of 
my four books, but 1 have never seen 
anyone’s book treated in this careless, 
cavalier and histrionic fashion. Let us 
just say, you really should reconsider 
your reviewer as a_ representative 
voice of your journal—unless you are 
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unrelentingly hostile to literary astrol- 
ogy. 

When one writes a book, one ex- 
pects to receive critique, some differ- 
ing viewpoints and sometimes, even, 
jealousy. Therefore, usually there is 
no need to review a review. However, 
this piece which you have published is 
a borderline case—it is very close to 
slander and on the edge of interfering 
with free press. The one critique of 
print-size I totally agree with—and 
this should be forcefully addressed to 
the London publishers. 

One would never read a review of 
this caliber in The New Yorker, the 
London Review of Books, in Gnosis, 
New Age or Tricycle or in the Moun- 
tain Astrologer\ Or in the AA Journal. 
No one in any other field would allow 
such an unobjective, hastily tossed 
off, undescriptive piece of work to go 
to the public! A searing review is one 
thing, but this is completely mislead- 
ing of the book’s contents! 

The author of the ‘review’, a Mar- 
garet Millard M_D., is not qualified to 
write a review of a book of this genre, 
as she explicitly states in her opening 
sentences and implicitly makes this 
fact clear by her illiterate, clunky and 
careless writing style. If she really 
wanted to convince people of how 
“terrible [a] book, badly edited, badly 
written and badly printed. [And] it 
will [not] appeal to many readers” that 
she claims (how does she know this 
when 7,800 have been sold to date)— 
then she should have written an ele- 
gant, relevant, and well edited review 
in a major trade journal denouncing 
me from the appararently high place 
she holds in our small intellectual 
universe. 

Dr. Millard begins the review with 
a ridiculous statement—‘Dynasty is 
much too long...” Um, how long is 
long enough? How long is a piece of 
string? She then goes on to say only 
professional psychologists would be 


able to understand it—‘too much jar- 
gon’... This is blatantly untrue. It is a 
hard-core astrology book, based on 
astrological principles dating back to 
the origins of the work in western 
astrology. The woman has missed the 
entire point! The first part of the book 
details huge astrological cycles, which 
no psychologist would be able to 
comprehend, without a solid astrology 
background. However, any intelligent 
reader would be able to skim over the 
astrology jargon and glean the mean- 
ing of the generational intent outlined 
in the first chapters. 

She then selects of 387 pages one 
particularly arcane paragraph—com- 
pletely out of context and not includ- 
ing the more mundane expressions of 
planets in the twelfth house—and 
bleats “What about Tony Blair” 
..-well, Tony Blair is very twelfth 
house, he is a representative of the 
collective—he is working on their 
behalf, for the people, he is a man of 
deep sensitivity to the collective 
needs—and has awareness that 
reaches beyond the received wisdom 
of the status quo; he is a politician 
and a judge of people; a man of high 
moral tone who appears to be tireless 
in his quest (c’/4, etc.) his entire solar 
purpose is to work the system from 
the inside (©) and bring freedom to 
the trapped people of the UK who 
have no hope of transcending the hi- 
erarchy of the archaic governmental 
structure, and the social class system! 
In the book I state that the twelfth 
house rules institutions and explicate 
from that premise—Gad, do I have to 
spell it out, again? Yes, I obviously 
do—Tony Blair is a fantastic exem- 
plar of the O/c’/4 in the twelfth 
house! He is amusing, he is a conser- 
vative renegade, is born and bred to 
the institution in which he is now the 
head, in short, he is explicit of the 
twelfth house! 

She then says the personal stories 
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from my clients (last third of the 
book) are all from ‘dysfunctional’ 
families, and further insults all astrol- 
ogy clients by saying, “because func- 
tional families do not go to astrolo- 
gers”. Um, this is not true. I used 
those stories because they dramati- 
cally show the resolution of conflict 
that can occur in groups of people 
who are deeply wired to each other— 
and how transits and other traditional 
astrological techniques signal change 
and how each individual has his or her 
own agenda within the collective unit 
of the family! I never use the pop- 
psychology buzzword, ‘dysfunctional’ 
in my work. I don’t believe in dys- 
functional unless psychopathology is 
involved. None of these people came 
from murderous, irredeemably sick 
families, just your run of the mill, 
everyday family, outstanding because 
of their events and their individual 
changes! 

There are degrees of functionality, 
and the reason I worked with my cli- 
ents on these stories in this book was 
to demonstrate to the reader that there 
is no such thing as a static situation 
and change is always possible, and 
functionality is dependent on the de- 
gree to which we change as individu- 
als and thusly, in our small collectives 
of family—which in turn affect the 
community, the society, the world, 
blah blah blah. Read the stories. The 
stories are written with respect, and— 
more importantly, pertinent to this 
‘review’—the work is high level, ar- 
ticulate, painstaking clean and tradi- 
tional Astrology. There is no psychol- 
ogy in the stories! I am an astrologer 
with a great deal of technical exper- 
tise, well read in the old stuff, and 
find the work I do very effective, as 
do my students, and clients. 

Ok, next: she has misread the gen- 
eral reading of Uranian and Neptunian 
family ethos... she has not reviewed 
this part of my book well at all—she 
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has somehow confused the generality 
with the last third of the book, “Dy- 
nasty”, wherein the stories of real 
people, real transits, progressions, 
solar arcs, pre-natal eclipses, mid- 
point structures, composite horo- 
scopes, natal analysis and so on are 
meticulously detailed! This kind of 
work takes years to develop to the 
degree that I am able to use it in a 
thoroughly contemporary practice— 
something which I hope to help other 
astrologers achieve. Astrology for the 
present need and future demand. 

She should ask the brilliant creator 
of the Jig-Saw program, Bernadette 
Brady, about the Kennedy graph(s) 
and how to understand them. That 
particular example is in the cold start 
of the program. The variety of graphs 
are very casy to understand—self ex- 
planatory, really— if you are an intel- 
ligent, trained astrologer—autodidact 
or otherwise. As for the ‘arbitrary’ 
fifth harmonic, it is part of the selec- 
tion process of the program! It is a 
‘seek and find’ program... if finds the 
significant data and then, we let the 
data speak for itself, and to us. Tsk, 
tsk, Dr. Millard is exposing her igno- 
rance and her lack of scientific, ob- 
jective perception! To this I add that 
the Kennedys were/are tremendously 
creative. Creativity is not just mani- 
fest in the fine arts, creativity is a key 
to survival—novelty is about surviv- 
ing, creating options out of crisis. The 
creativity of the family as an entity, as 
an organic whole, depended entirely 
on the individuals within it... they all 
found very unique ways to supple- 
ment their threatened dynasty—until, 
of course it really began to disinte- 
grate and lumber toward extinction... 
yet, as a family, they might still resur- 
rect through creative change—they 
aren’t all dead yet, remember! 

And, most notably erroncous—she 
states, “The author cares little for the 
ancient roots of astrology.” Hello? 
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How does she glean this from the 
material in the book? How absurd! 
The quote she refers to still stands true 
for me—Ptolemy was wrong—the 
thesis of an earth centered system 
virtually arrested astrological and as- 
tronomical progress for 1500 years— 
and thus, relegated astrology out to 
the periphery of the intellectual 
universe. Manilius is an amazing late- 
classical, didactic poet, but certainly 
not a consistent or good astrologer. 
And, Dorotheus, well, really—the 
point is just because it is old doesn’t 
mean it is right, or that we should not 
continue to find contemporary ways to 
work with the oldest and most pro- 
found of scientia—astrology, pure and 
complex. Of all people, with my 
Sun/Saturn square, I respect and love 
my ancient roots... I have a great 
tenderness for the minds of the an- 
cient inquirers—but I live now; I 
work here and I use astrology for to- 
day’s thinking person. 

In this light, I am a fairly conser- 
vative thinker—if a bit novel—and 
thus, use only what I find applicable 
to the specific situation. Though I may 
be fascinated and very interested, I do 
not find Dorotheus useful, nor 
Ptolemy, just as I do not find a lot of 
ancient medical material useful (the 
four humors, etc.) nor do I find crystal 
healing or aura adjusting very inter- 
esting or useful to me. This does not 
mean that I don’t find experimenta- 
tion, innovation and foreshadowing 
necessary in the slow, evolution of 
ideas and ideology. 

Finally, I would like to say that 
Dr. Millard is clearly so enraged by 
my book that it obliterates any sane 
observation she might have made, her 
anger overrides objectivity—the re- 
view is vicious, nasty, unsophisticated 
and thus, has no merit. Let the reader 
judge-go ahead, buy the book, take a 
chance, think big.

Maurice McCann responds to the 
review of The Void of Course Moon. 

I would like to set the record 
straight by pointing out that Lilly does 
mention in Christian Astrology that 
aspects to the antiscia are valid. 

In fact when writing my book I 
took particular pains over establishing 
that he did not simply mean the con- 
junction and opposition. Remember 
that Lilly, and every other astrologer 
at that time, did not consider the con- 
junction to be an aspect. "The most 
forcible or strongest rays, configura- 
tions or aspects are only these (nomi- 
nated before) the sextile, quadrate 
(square), trine and opposition, we use 
to call the conjunction an aspect, but 
very improperly". (Christian Astrol- 
ogy. Page 105). So when Lilly says 


aspect, he means the sextile, square, 
trine and opposition. 

When explaining the antiscia Lilly 
wrote on page 90 of Christian Astrol- 
ogy: ".... when the Sun is in the tenth 
degree of Taurus, he is as far distant 
from the first degree of Cancer as 
when in the 20th degree of Leo; there- 
fore when the Sun is in the tenth of 
Taurus, he has his antiscion to the 
20th of Leo; that is, he gives virtue or 
influence to any star or planet that at 
that time either is in the same degree 
by conjunction, or casts any aspect 
unto it." 

I also checked in Ancient Astrol- 
ogy Theory and Practise by Firmicus 
Maternus concerning the antiscia. On 
page 62, section 9, he wrote: "Thus if, 
in computing the chart, some of the 
planets are not in aspect, it must be 
asked whether they are connected to 
each other through the relationship of 
the antiscia. For when they send an 
antiscium in such a way that they are 
in aspect through the antiscium, in 
trine, square, sextile or opposition, 
they portend just as if they were thus 
located in the normal arrangement, 
and all of these various influences fit 
together in the final calculation. 
When you do this you will easily be 
able to find out everything which is 
looked for in men's destinies. For 
there is a theory underlying the nature 
of the antiscia which is strengthened 
by universal agreement; this theory I 
shall take care to explain to you at 
another time." 

Further on he wrote (page 64, sec- 
tion 14): "But Mars himself, located 
in Aquarius, sent an antiscium toward 
Scorpio, which is the sign in which 
the ascendant was located. First lo- 
cated in the Imum Caelum, he at- 
tacked the degree of life, that is, of the 
ascendant, with violently hostile in- 
fluence. Then he received the antis- 
cium of the Moon, located in Gemini 
in full trine aspect; thirdly, his antis-

cium settled on the degree of the as- 
cendant. Fourthly, this antiscium of 
Mars, which had been sent toward the 
ascendant, was aspected in trine to the 
Moon, located in Cancer." 

The problem involves whether to 
be directed by what Lilly says, or by 
what he does. He says one thing but 
does another. A cursory study of his 
theory in the early part of the book, 
and a study of the horoscopes will 
show that he didn't often practice what 
he preached. For example, the con- 
siderations before judgment. He con- 
sistently ignored these in all of the 35 
horoscopes. (See my article "Lilly 
says ...A Reference Guide to the Con- 
siderations Before Judgment" Astro/- 
ogy Quarterly, vol. 63 no. 1, Winter 
(December) 1992. Also Sue Ward's 
reply in the following issue). 

Therefore, when I pointed out that 
Lilly had taught that the antiscia could 
have planets in applying aspects to 
them, but that he either ignored or 
overlooked them in the horoscopes, I 
was attempting to highlight this prob- 
lem. I agree with you that Lilly only 
used conjunctions and oppositions to 
the antiscia in the few examples he 
gives, but that is exactly my point! 
He says one thing in the theory, plan- 
ets can aspect the antiscia, then does 
the opposite in his practice by not 
using aspects. This is only one of the 
inconsistencies that I was referring to. 
Other inconsistencies are, besides the 
considerations mentioned above, his 
use of the moieties of the orbs of the 
planets, mutual reception, combustion 
and peregrine planets, to name but a 
few. A lot of people out there are 
very uncomfortable with much of 
what Lilly wrote and practiced. 

Most horary astrologers in my 
opinion, based on reading their pub- 
lished works, attending many lectures 
and in discussions with them, practice 
what Lilly says without really exam- 
ining how he judged and worked with 
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horary charts. We all do this at first 
but, we must eventually reach a stage 
where we mature enough to be able to 
question the inconsistencies in the 
works of the masters, only then can 
we begin to sort the wheat from the 
chaff. I do not accept that my criti- 
cisms of Lilly were misplaced, in fact 
had I not done so readers would have 
seen that I was pulling my punches. I 
felt that I had to come out front with 
my views otherwise I would have 
been less than honest. 

Your discussion of parallels of 
declination had nothing to do with 
Lilly's knowledge. "The antiscion 
signs are those, which are of the same 
virtue and are equally distant from the 
first degree of the two tropical signs 
Cancer and Capricorn, and in which 
degrees while the Sun is, the days and 
nights are of equal length..." I was 
attempting to understand what Lilly 
was trying to teach in Christian As- 
trology, nowhere did he teach paral- 
lels of declination. On page 1 note 3, 
I mentioned that "since this study is 
concentrating on the work of William 
Lilly parallels will not be handled in 
this section but will be dealt with very 
briefly in the glossary at the end of the 
book." (Having looked at the glossary 
again I note that an explanation of the 
parallels of declination were in fact 
omitted—my mistake). 

The two forms of aspects dis- 
cussed in CA were what we call to- 
day, major aspects and the antiscia. 
We may know a lot more about how 
the antiscia are related to the parallels 
of declination especially through the 
Sun, but that has nothing to do with 
what Lilly was writing about. It 
would appear from reading Christian 
Astrology that Lilly didn't know about 
the relationship between the Sun's 
parallel of declination and the antis- 
cia, he thought they had to do with the 
days and nights being of equal length. 
It seems he had a totally different 
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concept. What was important was 
what he believed when he wrote the 
book. If he were alive today no doubt 
he would be fascinated by your expla- 
nation. 

The reason why the antiscion point 
can receive any of the aspects is be- 
cause according to Lilly and other 
astrological writers it is a definite 
point in a sign of the zodiac to which 
planets can apply by aspect or con- 
junction. 

One other point, you say "In most 
areas of knowledge new ideas and 
approaches are initially published in 
journals before appearing in book 
form". I would like to make it very 
clear that this version of the void of 
course Moon was not discovered by 
me nor was it my new idea. It had 
been discovered by Sue Ward and had 
been published by her in The Horary 
Practitioner then later in The Astrolo- 
gers’ Quarterly. I thought I had made 
that clear on page 14 note 30. True, 
she did not mention the antiscia, but 
Lilly did, and it follows that if the 
Moon was also outside of the moiety 
of orbs to a planet's antiscion, it would 
be void of course. As Sue discovered, 
Lilly's definition of a void of course 
Moon or any other planet for that 
matter, was that it was outside the 
moiety of orbs to other planets and 
had nothing to do with changing 
signs.

In 35 example charts and 16 pages 
filled only with direction listings, Lilly 
frequently used conjunctions to antis- 
cions. He never used other aspects. 

Maurice is correct when he quotes 
page 90 of CA. I missed this. 

Firmicus did use aspects to antis- 
cions. However, much that he wrote 
was found to be invalid by later as- 
trologers (for example, his definition 
of the Chart Ruler). He is a weak 
authority. 


The ©'s apparent movement as 
measured in declination is directly 
associated with the variation in the 
length of daylight. So Lilly was cor- 
rect, antiscia (= solar declination) are 
related to equal daylight periods. Not 
a different concept at all. 

As stated in my review, the 
author's intent is admirable. Yet by 
calling Lilly inapt he may have lost 
himself many potential readers.

disadvantage. Some of the women are 
quite beautiful, or at least unusual and 
fascinating, though perhaps as chil- 
dren they would have been colorless. 
They are always amoral. The men are 
the ones who fit the colorless descrip- 
tion most closely, as far as appearance 
gocs. Again and again I saw dark, 
rather greasy-looking people who 
reminded me of car mechanics. There 
was nothing refined or intellectual 
about them—rather the reverse. They 
looked anti-intellectual.
